MECHANIGAL ENGINEERS MEETING. 
Ordnance Section Holds Convention at Rock Island. 


The ordnance section of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers held its annual convention at the 
Rock Island Arsenal on May 27 and after the business 
meeting listened to technical addresses by Major Lee O. 
Wright and Col. C. L’H. Ruggles, Ord. Dept., U.S.A. 
Major Wright devoted his address to a description of a 
new .5)-caliber machine gun that is capable of firing a 
bullet which, at 200 yards, will penetrate the one-inch 
armor plate of battle tanks. The new weapon is an out- 
growth of the war, when fighting tanks were armored 
to resist the .30-caliber bullet of the rifles and machine 


guns then in use. 

The .50-caliber machine gun fires a bullet weighing 
300 grains, as compared to the 150 grains of the stand- 
ard .30-caliber ammunition. The gun is modeled on the 
plan of the Browning machine gun developed in the 
war and weighs sixty-five pounds. The gun has a muz- 
zle velocity of 2,500 feet a second and an effective range 
of from 6,000 to 7,000 yards. A new type of hydro- 
pneumatie recuperator device has been perfected which 
checks the forty-inch recoil of the sixteen-inch rifles and 
automatically returns the 180-ton weapon to firing posi- 
tion without shock. 

Colonel Ruggles on Munitions Supply. 

The United States has on hand a reserve stock of 
munitions, as a result of the World War, sufficient to 
supply the Army in case of war until production can be 
resumed and brought to full capacity, Colonel Ruggles 
told the Engineers. Experience in the World War 
showed, he said, that men could be mobilized and trained 
faster than munitions could be produced and that it took 
practically twenty months for the Ordnance Depart- 
ment to catch up with the Army in the field. The pres- 
ent problem, he said, is to replace explosives as they de- 
teriorate and other material as it becomes obsolete; keep 
up with or ahead of other nations in the development of 
new weapons; and keep up-to-date plans for the quick- 
est possible utilization of Government and private facili- 
ties in munitions production in the event of war. 

“I think that few men will assert,” said Colonel 


Ruggles, “in view of the many lessons of our own short 
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history, that the United States has fought its last war. 
Lamentable as wars are, no machinery has been devised 
yet that will prevent or even limit their frightfulness.” 
The present munitions reserve is estimated to be worth 
$1,500,000, Colonel Ruggles is quoted as saying. To re- 
place the ammunition every fifteen years, as it deterio- 
rates and the other munitions every thirty years, would 
cost $56,000,000 annually. Criticizing the failure of Con- 
gress to appropriate any money for the purchase of mu- 
nitions until ten weeks after war with Germany was de- 
elared, he said the ideal arrangement would be that the 
notice in the daily papers of the declaration of war 
would be notice to plants previously selected and fur- 
nished with plans to start manufacture.

NOTES OF THE R.0.T.C. 
Cornell University. 

‘The first annual spring tournament and horse show 
of the Cornell Field Artillery unit, R.O.T.C., was held 
on the upper alumni field at Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y., on May 28. There were fourteen events, which 
included ladies and polo pony classes, mounted wrest- 
ling and tug-of-war, jumping, a polo game, races and a 
cross-country steeplechase, monkey drill, mounted gym- 
nastics, Artillery exhibition drill and section race. The 
attendance was very large from the university, Ithaca 
and the neighboring towns. The marshal was Major 


Thomas J. Christian, P.M.S. and T. at the university; 
judges, Majors R. C. Crawford and Ralph Hospital and 
Capt. R. M. Buffington; clerk of course, Capt. M. R. 
Rice; assistant, Pvt. L. Gaurnier; starter, Capt. Alex- 
ander Swift; announcer, Regimental Sergt. Major 
Charles Marks; surgeon, Major R. M. Vose; chairman 
executive committee, Lieut. Duncan Hodges; all U.S.A. 
Ohio State University. 

What critics are quoted as saying was one of the best 
military exhibitions by civilian organizations seen in 
Ohio for many years was that by the R.O.T.C. unit of 
Ohio State University which took place on Ohio Field, 
Columbus, on May 21, under the direction of Lieut. Col. 
Charles F. Leonard, U.S.A., P.M.S. and T. at the uni- 
versity. The Columbus Dispatch says: “It was a happy 
departure from the traditional prize drill. This year 
Colonel Leonard held elimination contests prior to prize 
drill day and the result was that spectators saw only 
four companies compete for supremacy. This made it 
possible to present a diversified program. The principal 
contests were the prize company drill, which was won 
by Co. A, and the individual manual of arms drill, 
which was captured by Steele Conaway, of Co. A. Ed- 
ward H. Windle, of Washington, D.C., received the 
Western Conference Medal in behalf of the champion 
rifle team, which he led. C. R. Outwright was awarded 
a saber for winning the map problem. Co. E won the 
machine gun contest. Battery C won the shelter tent 
pitching contest, and Co. E the pyramidal tent pitch- 
ing contest. Section 3 of Battery C showed excellent 
speed in laying their field artillery pieces and firing a 
blank charge in seventeen seconds. This is near record 
time. A simulated battle, an equipment race, in which 
Wallace J. Wood, of Mechanicsburg, finished first, and 
a bayonet drill were additional features on the program. 
The tournament closed with a review of all cadets in 
the university brigade.” The judges were Capt. A. J. 
Stark and Lieut. W. L. Weible, U.S.A., both of Colum- 
bus Barracks. 





University of Georgia. 

The pistol team of the Cavalry unit of the R.O.T.C. 
organization of the University of Georgia, at Athens, 
which was instructed by Capt. C. W. Jacobson, U.S.A., 
P.M.S. and T., won a remarkable victory recently in 
matches with other Cavalry units of R.O.T.C. outfits at- 
tached to other educational institutions, winning nine 
and losing only one out of ten matches. In the first 
series the results were: Cornell 1,866, Georgia 1,753, 
Ohio State 1,752, Wisconsin 1,742, Purdue 1,737. In 
the match with Harvard, Illinois and Georgia, Georgia 
made 1,726, Harvard 1,634, and Illinois 1,543. In the 
match between Auburn, Norwich and Georgia, Georgia 
made 1,788, and Auburn 1,782. Through a misunder- 
standing Norwich fired a five-man team and made 891, 
while Georgia and Auburn fired a ten-man team. Cadet 
Conyers, of the Georgia team, made 198 out of the pos- 
sible 210. All scores in this match were made at 
twenty-five yards. The Georgia team was picked from a 
very small personnel as the Cavalry unit has only -130 
men this year. It is expected the unit will be greatly 
enlarged next year. 

Louisiana University. 

The R.O.T.C. unit of Louisiana State University 
held a field meet on State Field at Baton Rouge on May 
14, which was witnessed by a large crowd of faculty, 
students and townspeople. Mayor Alexander Grouchy, 
together with the president of the university and the 
several deans, had been invited to review the battalion. 
A competitive drill was held by selected cadets from each 
of the five companies. First prize, a gold medal, was 
won by A. T. Molini, Motor Transport Co.; second, T. 
W. Leigh, Co. C. This was followed by a company com- 
petitive drill for the Pugh loving cup, which was awarded 
to Co. D, last year’s winner. The judge was Capt. 
Charles L. Steel, U.S.A., who is on duty with the R.O. 
T.C. unit at St. Charles College, Grand Coteau, La.. A 
field meet was held with prizes donated by merchants 
of Baton Rouge. An additional prize was awarded to Co. 
A for greatest number of points. The events were super- 
vised, with the assistance of Captain Steel, by Lieut. 
Col. Sydney Smith, U.S.A., P.M.S. and T.; Capt. J. P. 
Cole, U.S.A., commanding the R.O.T.C. Infantry unit, 
and Capt. K. W. Slauson, U.S.A., commanding the 
motor transport unit. Forty-four men are to be sent 
to the Infantry R.O.T.C. Camp at Camp Knox, Ky., and 
twenty-two to the Motor Transport R.O.T.C. Camp at 
Camp Holabird, Md. With approval of the board of 
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supervisors of the university and the favorable vote of 
the entire cadet battalion a new uniform has been 
adopted for the next college year. It is of cadet grey 
cloth and consists of cadet cap, West Point style, grey 
flannel shirt, black necktie, blouse with roll collar and 
bellows pockets, British army pattern, mounted breeches, 
grey wrapped puttees, long grey trouser for optional 
wear off duty, black shoes. The cadet officers’ uniform 
is similar, with a slightly different cap. and black Sam 
Browne belt, black leather leggins. 
Unwwersity of Illinois. 

In the fourteenth annual scholastic circus of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, which took place at Illinois Field, 
Urbana, IIll., on May 21, the most important event was 
that in which a regiment composed of the R.O.T.C. 
unit of the institution took part, the pageant being under 
the direction of Major G. F. N. Dailey, U.S.A., P.M.S. 
and T., assisted by Major Thomas J. Camp, U.S.A., who 
is also on duty with the unit. In the early part of the 
evening a simulated battle took place. This was a re- 
production of the attack made by a German Uhlan force 
in the spring of 1918 in an effort to capture the French 
town of Chantillon-sur-Ailette, which was checked by 
American and French troops. In repelling the attack 
light artillery, machine guns, tanks and infantry took 
part, as well as Allied airplanes. For twenty minutes 
the fire was so intense over Illinois Field that it was 
impossible to understand spoken words. The affair 
ended with the defeat of the Germans. The movements 
of the attacking and defending forces, and the many 
colored rockets sent up by both sides rendered the scene 
most exciting and realistic, this being increased by the 
scenery, which portrayed the houses in the town and 
the territory nearby. Various other events, including 
gymnastics, equestrian acts, clown performances and 
tricks by animals, added to the enjoyment of the evening. 
The entire affair was a complete success, the exhibition 
by the R.O.T.C. unit being the most thrilling and excit- 
ing, however. ¥ 
Stanford University. 

The R.O.T.C. Field Artillery unit of Stanford Uni- 
versity held its second annual military tournament at 
Palo Alto, Calif.. on May 21, when Major Gen. 
Charles H. Muir, U.S.A., commanding 9th Corps Area, 
was the reviewing officer, accompanied by Col. M. N. 
Falls, U.S.A., R.O.T.C. officer of 9th Corps Area, and 
Lieut. Col. R. 8. Fitch, U.S.A. After a review of the 
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battery the cadet officers received their commissions 
from President Ray Lyman Wilbur, of the university. 
This was followed by battery maneuvers and a section 
contest, a tractor race and a “bucking” horse event, the 
latter being open to the public. Then there was mili- 
tary jumping, an exhibition ride by the woman’s equita- 
tion class, composed of thirty Stanford seniors, a high 
jump event, and a polo game.

Co. A carried off the honors 
fer the best three men in the battalion in the manual of 
arms contest. In the squad drill competition Co. A also 
won medals offered by the Rotary Club, says the Bangor 
Commercial. The excellent appearance and drill of the 
battalion, which was full of snap and precision, is due 
to the training received from Colonel Cole, and reflects 
great credit on that oflicer. Following the drill a ball 
was given, which was largely attended by residents of 
the city and out-of-town visitors.

University of Oklahoma.

In the eigh- 
teen hands high charger class Captain Galway took sec- 
ond prize on his own mount, “Easter Boy.” He also 
captured first prize, riding an Army horse, in the polo 
bending contest, weaving through four posts, return and 
circling, Major Baehr tying with a civilian for second 
prize. The R.O.T.C. unit team won second prize in the 
draft horse team class, while inthe Artillery driving sec- 
tion Corpl. Richard Delaplaine, U.S.A., driving a six- 
horse Army team, took first prize and Corpl. Joe Mc- 
Croskey, U.S.A., also with a six-horse team, second.

The Culver rifle team also won with a large margin the 
competition between all military institutions of the 
United States and has recently taken second with its 
rifle team in a shoot conducted by the Indiana State 
tifle Association, which is composed of many profes- 
sional shooters. After this competition had closed, Cul- 
ver challenged the winning team at Indianapolis, Ind., 
proceeding to that point and shooting a special match 
with its team, which Culver won. Col. Fitzhugh Lee, 
Cav. D.O.L., U.S.A., is P.M.S. and T., at Culver Mili- 
tary Academy. 

Little Rock College. 

The R.O.T.C. unit of Little Rock College, Little Rock, 
Ark., was reviewed by Col. H. C. Smither, chief of staff, 
8d Division, Camp Pike, Ark., recently. Colonel Smither 
was highly pleased with the work of the unit, and par- 
ticularly with the spirit of the work. Numerous visitors 
were pleasantly surprised by the showing made. Dur- 
ing the past four months the unit has been reviewed by 
various high ranking officers from Camp Pike and the 
7th Corps Area, including Col. L, S. Upton, chief of 
staff, and others and also by Major C. B. Moore, in- 
structor, Arkansas National Guard. These officers espe- 
cially commended the drum and bugle corps for_its 
playing. The unit is commanded by Capt. R. R. D. Mc- 
Cullough, U.S.A., P.M.S. and T. at the college. On 
May 7 Little Rock College gave a monster field day and 
carnival. Everything was haled as a great success, but 
the one-ring circus put on by the R.O.T.C. unit was the 
decided hit of the entire affair. It was under the able 
direction of Captain McCullough and was everything a 
circus should be, down to the last tent peg, with all the 
lights, bright colored pennants and noise-making “bark- 
ers,” bareback riders in pink tights, acrobats, clowns 
and balky mules, all of whom performed in the sawdust 
ring. Nothing was omitted to make the show as near 
like “the real thing” as possible. 
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IMPROVEMENT IN THE*STOCKLESS ANCHOR. 

An improvement in the stockless anchor is announced 
by the American Steel Foundries of Chicago. In secur- 
ing the many advantages of the stockless type one fea- 
ture possessed by the old-fashioned type of anchor was 
sacrificed. In the latter the weight of the shank, stock 
and chain helps to hold the point of the fluke in contact 
with the ground. This is not the case in the stockless 
type, since it is necessary to pivot the shank to the 
flukes. As a result the stockless does not take hold as 
quickly as the old style anchor. The purpose of the 
present device is to restore to the stockless anchor the 
“hook” action possessed by the older type. The idea of 
the device is to automatically lock the shank of the 
stockless anchor to the flukes when in holding position 
and automatically release the flukes when the shank is 
in a vertical position. Patents have been obtained on 
three different schemes for doing this. In recent tests 
a 4,000-pound stockless anchor as commonly designed 
and a 3,000-pound anchor equipped with the locking de- 
vice were used. The anchor with the locking device 
began to bury itself before it had been dragged more 


than two or three feet, whereas the anchor without the 
device was dragged thirty-five or forty feet, on rather 
hard ground, without showing any signs of digging in. 
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The Jones “lock grip,” it is stated, will not interfere 
with the freedom of rotation of the flukes where it is 
desired that they should rotate. When the shank is 
raised to vertical the head of a pawl is carried out of a 
depression on the anchor and the counterweight pre- 
vents it from dropping back until the anchor is again in 
holding position and the shank lowered to the horizontal. 
The flukes are therefore free to fall, as at present, either 
way that the direction of the pull demands. When the 
anchor is brought up to the ship the locking device is 
automatically disengaged. The pawls will not interfere 
with the stowing of the anchor in the hawse-pipe. The 
American Bureau of Shipping and Lloyu’s Register of 
Shipping have both approved the device. It has been 
shown to many shipbuilders and ship captains and is 
generally conceded to be a desirable development in the 
stockless anchor. This device was originated by A. 
Trevor Jones, of the American Steel Foundries. 
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Movine PICTURES OF “OuR Navy IN AcTION.” 

A series of moving pictures entitled “Our Navy in 
Action” which were taken by U.S. Navy photographers 
under direction of the Navy Department were shown be- 
fore an invited audience in the S. H. Harris theater, 
New York city, on the night of June 5 under the au- 
spices of the Associated Motion Picture Advertisers. 
Before the pictures were shown Rear Admiral H. Mclu. 
P. Huse, U.S.N., commandant 3d Naval District, made a 
brief address in which he predicted that moving pictures 
would be the newspapers of the future and said that the 
audience would have an opportunity to see within an 
hour many things that a Navy officer would have to live 
and work at his profession for years to witness. ‘Tlie 
film consisted of three parts, the first devoted to air- 


craft, the second to the submarine and the third to the 
fleet at battle practice. Among the most beautiful of 
the pictures was one of a “blimp” sailing above and 
around a battleship at sea; one of a submarine making 
a crash dive; battleships firing salvos, and destroyers in 
column and laying down a smoke screen. Music was 
furnished by a Hawaiian orchestra from the receiving 
ship, New York Navy Yard, under the direction of 
Chief Boatswain’s Mate Smith and the band from the 
U.S.S. Pennsylvania, Bandmaster Nelson.

The World War proved 
that an army needs horses under modern conditions as 
ever. ‘The war caused a fearful drain upon our horses, 
and the unfortunate fact remains that our best stock 
have been taken away from us, consequently the quality 
of our horses is in great danger of deteriorating, espe- 
cially the Cavalry type, or light driving horse, of which 
there exists to-day a serious shortage throughout the 
farming districts. Fortunately, the remedy may be met 
by an infusion of new blood. Thoroughbred blood was 
the mohing of the aanenteere horse, and the encourage- 
ment for increasing the t breeds is the only th 
that will save the situation.” —T 
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GENERAL BuLLARD Opposes DISARMAMENT. 

Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., in an article 
entitled “The United States Should Not Lead in Dis- 
armament—Because!” in the June number of the In- 
fantry Journal, says, in part: “The United States should 
not lead in disarmament because we have already tried 
setting that example; we have been giving that lead in 
all our history, and found nobody following suit—every- 
body else reniging. In this we have been warmly, not 
to say enthusiastically, approved by the nations, but 
when we have said, ‘You, too,’ they have regularly an- 


swered, ‘What, me? I can’t.’ And then they have 
shown how they can’t. England can’t because she 
doesn’t raise her food at home. France can’t on ac- 


count of Germany. Germany can’t on account of Rus- 
sia. Russia can’t on account of the rest of the world. 
Greece can’t on account of the Turks. The Turks can’t 
on account of—and so on to the end. Disarm and you 
do it like weeping—alone, in this world. The United 
States should not lead in disarmament because it makes 
us pacifists. During the World War, when its mask 
was knocked off in the struggle, we recognized and 
cursed pacifism as our worst and most insidious enemy. 
Do we want it back? The United States should not 
lead in disarmament because it will make us dependent 
for defense upon some other nation. During the war 
Great Britain had to establish a naval protectorate over 
us while we were trying to get ready to get into the 
war. A protectorate—that’s what it was, nothing else. 
However kind and considerate, do we want it back? We 
should not lead in disarmament because it would make 
us nationally undignified and hyterical in any case of 
danger. Recall the hysteria in the Spanish-American 
War, when our whole Atlantic coast was crying out, each 
port, for all the protection of almost the entire Army 
and Navy that we were able to muster. Disarmament, 


the cocksurest thing in peace, becomes the most hysteri- 
cal on any threat of war. 


The United States should 


not lead in disarmament because of the disturbed condi- 
tion of the whole world. There is a war going on in the 
Baltic States, a state of civil war in Russia, a war be- 
tween England and Mesopotamia and between France 
and the Turks, a civil war going on in China. Let any 
of these .nations, with their affairs and their wars, get 
upon and interfere with our line of commerce and travel, 
and we are likely to be drawn into it exactly as we were 
drawn into the last war by the clash between England 
and Germany. Some among us are willing to try again 
this disarmament, or any other sort of experiment. They 
are men fooling with a deadly gas without a gas mask 
re are the sort that never think the gun is 
oaded.”

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GEN. PARKER’S ADDRESS FOR Deap or 32p Division. 

Brig. Gen. James Parker, U.S.A., delivered an inspir- 
ing address at the ceremonies over the bodies of the 288 
dead of the 32d Division at Hoboken on May 22. He 
said, in part: “It is with grief and also with pride that 
we come to salute these, the glorious and immortal dead 
of the 32d Division, U.S. Army. As commander of that 
division before it went to France these young men could 
not but evoke my enthusiasm, my admiration, my love. 
Their high character, their splendid physique, the read- 
iness and joy with which they ardently responded to the 
demands of the course of intensive training, their patriot- 
ism, their eagerness for combat, showed that these young 
volunteers from Michigan and Wisconsin, states re- 
nowned for their fighters, would win a high place in his- 
tory. And so it was selected for proficiency in training 
to be among the first divisions to cross the seas, among 
the first to meet the enemy, we saw them in France go 
on from triumph to triumph, a division pre-eminent in 
courage, in fortitude, in determination. In spite of ter- 
rible losses they never failed in an attack, beating in 
succession twenty-five of the best divisions of the enemy. 
Their enthusiasm infused new life into their French 
allies who, in their admiration for the stern courage of 
the men of the 32d Division, gave them a name which 
warriors ever seek in battle—they gave them that in- 
comparable war name “The Terrible.’ But they left, 
alas, very many of their number dead on the field of 
honor. The ancients said that it was a beautiful thing 
to die for one’s country. It is the glory of these young 
men, whose bodies we meet here to-day, that they not 
only died for their country, striving to defend her 
honor, but they also died for humanity. Fighting for 
America, they fought for democracy, for reduced arma- 
ments, for future world peace. As sure as there is a 
God in heaven the liberated peoples of Europe to the 
end of time will bless these young warriors who lie here. 
cold but proud in death—dead but victorious.” 
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MemoriaAL Day AppRESS BY COLONEL SHAFFER. 

Col. Pearl M. Shaffer, Inf., U.S.A., who is P.M.S. 
and T. at Iowa State College, delivered the Memorial 
Day address at the college cemetery on May 30 in the 
presence of the assembled R.O.T.C. and the faculty of 
the college. He recalled that during nearly a century 
and a half of our history, nineteen times has the coun- 
try been called upon to engage in war. To meet these 
great national emergencies we have habitually relied 
upon our citizen soldiery, who for the most part un- 
trained have freely and voluntarily laid aside their nor- 
mal pursuits to hazard their lives in the cause of free- 
dom. More than eight.million men have thus responded 
to our country’s call. While deploring the sacrifices and 
tragedies of war, Colonel Shaffer said, we are apt to 
forget that these sacrifices would probably not have been 
necessary had we been better prepared. He continued: 
“With the most terrible war of mankind just ended, our 
people are already clamoring for, disarmament and this 
with the nations of the world in a more unsettled condi- 
tion than ever before. We pray fervently for the time 
when peace and good will shall rule the carth. But in 
our enthusiasm for the ideal let us not forget that strife 
is yet far from removed from the hearts of men, and 
that the nation that is best prepared for war is in the 
best position to dictate peace to a troubled world.” The 
dead we honor sacrificed their lives in defense of their 
country. “I take it,” he said, “that the first great debt 
of gratitude we owe places upon every true American 
the duty, not only of guaranteeing with our lives and 
fortunes the maintenance of the principles for which 
they have died, but of so exercising our intelligence that 
it may not be necessary to call for such great sacrifices 
again.” - 
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Wark Risk INSURANCE REPORT. 

C. R. Forbes, Director of War Risk Insurance, has 
made a report to President Harding that was made pub- 
lic from the White House on June 5 in which the direc- 
tor promised that the work of the bureau would be func- 
tioning on a current basis in its essential operations 
within forty days. In a review of the progress made in 
what was described as a “complete reorganization of the 
bureau” since assuming authority, Director Forbes gave 
examples to indicate the speeding up of the work of the 
bureau, outlined the efforts made to effect the immediate 
hospitalization of all former Service men requiring 
emergency hospital treatment, and called attention to 
the work of a special committee whose recent survey has 
resulted, it was stated, in the elimination of 504 em- 
ployees and a saving of $654,830 in annual salaries. 
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Pay OF THE RETIRED ENLISTED MAN. 











Noting in a recent Army order the retirement of an , 


enlisted man in the grade of private, first class, a cor- 
respondent writes: “To read this is very disheartening 
to the soldier who is contemplating remaining in the 
Service until retirement. Perhaps this particular soldier 
deserved to be retired at that grade. I am not sitting in 
judgment on the system that retired him at that grade, 
but it would seem that at the expiration of thirty years 
in the Service, a soldier should be retired with something 
more than three-fourths of the pay of a private, first 
class, in other words, per month. It will be 
quite evident that with such an income the retired sol- 
dier will again have to battle with the world for a 
living. For years in the Regular Army twenty-five cents 
was deducted every other month from the pay of every 
soldier for the Old Soldiers’ Home. This ceased in 1908 
for the reason that a fund had been created for that 
institution—large enough—that the interest on it paid 
the current expenses of that institution, indefinitely. No 
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soldier ever missed this paltry sum. Why not have- 
every soldier in the Regular Army donate ten cents per- 
month to a fund for retirement? Figuring the Army- 
with an enlisted personnel of 150,000, within twenty- 
years this fund would be self-supporting and donations: 
could cease. In the meantime, cvery soldier eligible for- 
retirement could be retired with at least $100 per month, 
while he lived. If I have erred statistically, I might 
add that this donation might be made permanent, even 
including those who might be retired under the benefits 
of such a fund. Statisticians, I feel, can evolve a better- 
plan. I. merely wish to present the idea.”

Now THE NATIONAL Navy Ciuvps. 

Following the incorporation of the organization the 
name of the Manhattan Navy Club, Inc., has been 
changed to National Navy Club, Inc., according to an 
announcement made by Franklin D. Roosevelt, former 
assistant Secretary of the Navy, and president of the 
club, and Douglass L. Elliman, secretary. In explana- 
tion of the change it was said that the growth of the 
club’s work and the increasing demands made upon the 
organization have converted it from what was formerly 
a local concern into one of national importance.

The elub 
is the only place in the city of New York that is con- 
ducted for the exclusive use of the enlisted men of the 
Navy and the Marine Corps. The slogan of the club is:

The five-story club house is in the heart of 
New York, 13-15 East 41st street, and in a way is a 
practical, living memorial to the enlisted personnel of 
the Services.

As the National Army divisions in the World War

sist in recruiting the divisions up to strength, which is 
placed at approximately 19,300 officers and men to a 
division. ‘The division will comprise two Infantry bri- 
gades of two regiments each, a Field Artillery brigade 
of two regiments, together with the necessary Engineer, 
Signal Corps, Train and other troops. As the plan for 
Organized Reserves calls for trained men, the veterans 
of the World War will be urged to enroll, and it is 
hoped to gain many recruits from among the men who 
will attend the civilian military training camps this 
summer. 

The mission of the Organized Reserves is to provide a 
trained, organized and balanced force which may readily 
be expanded and developed into an adequate war com- 
ponent of the Army of th United States to meet any 
major emergency req ng i troops in excess 
of those of the Regul Army. and the National Guard. 
The Organized Reserves are the third component of the 
Army of the United State The Regular Army and 
the National Guard iy be employed separately or to- 
gether in minor and in major emergencies, but the Or- 
ganized Reserves constitute purely a war force and can 
be employed only in the event of a national emergency 
declared by Congress. It is the policy of the War De- 
partment for the present to maintain tactical units of 
the Organized cadres only, with complete 
officer personnel and the enlisted personnel in- 
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cluding only those 4 mmissioned officers and spe- 
cialists necessary to make the organizations capable of 
rapidly assimilating the numbers of men required to 
bring them to war strength.

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STATUS OF PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 

Up to June 9 the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs had not reported out the list of majors nominated 
for promotion to the grade of lieutenant colonel, and the 
attitude of the committee relative to the protest of the 
promotion of Major Robert G. Peck, Inf., was un- 
changed. In consequence the “block” to promotion re- 
mains, non-action in this case holding up confirmation 
of all officers For the vacancy created by the 
death of Col. Amos W. Kimball, Q.M.C., Lieut. Col. Le 
Vert Coleman, C.A.C., has been nominated with rank 
from May 26, 1921. The death of Brig. Gen. John W. 
Ruckman this week will create a vacancy in the grade 
of colonel when an appointment is made to fill the va- 
cancy in the grade of brigadier general. There are now 
two vacancies in the grade of lieutenant colonel, due to 
the advancement of Colonel Coleman and the death of 
Lieut. Col. Archie Miller, Cav., for which nominations 
of Major G. 8S. Gillis, Q.M.C. (No. 1125), and Major 
John H. Nloward, Cav. (No. 1126), will shortly be sent 
to the Senate. Major John J. Fulmer, Inf. (No. 1127), 
will therefore be the senior in his grade. : 

‘There are now 101 vacancies in the rade of major, 
and the captains eligible for promotion to fill these va- 
cancies go down to Capt. William E. Chambers, Inf., 
(No. 3512). Capt. Joseph M. Tully, Cav. (No. 3013), 
will therefore be the senior captain. The vacancics in 
the grade of captain on June 9 mounted to 158, which 
will take in the first lieutenants on the promotion list 
down to and including Lieut.

The Seeretary of War has so far withheld approval of 
the opinion of the J.A.G. relative to the adjustment 
which corrects the position of one major and three cap- 
tains who were found to be entitled to some 2,000 files 
higher than the positions they now occupy on the pro- 
motion list. ‘Tlie J.A.G., it is ‘understood, is of .the 
opinion that since the vacancies as of July 1, 1920, au- 
thorized by law have been filled, the matter is impossi- 
ble of exact adjustment, but that these officers should 
be advanced on the list to fill the first vacancies occur- 
ring after Nov. 24, 1920. his, in the opinion of the 
J.A.G., is the one way out of the difficulty aside from 
securing special legislation to correct the errors. 

In this connection it should be stated thant so far 
there has been only a fraction of one per cent. of errors 
found in the promotion list as prepared by the board 
which had in charge the formation of the single list, and 
that had the board been supplied with sufficient assist- 
ants so that every record could have been even more 
thoroughly examined the list would dobtless have been 
as nearly perfect as could have been devised. The work 
done under the supervision of Major Thomas M. Spaul- 
ding, C.A.C., is very highly regarded by officers who are 
familiar with the problems encountered.

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SecreTaRY WEEKS ON Our Miritary Poticy. 

Secretary of War Weeks delivered an address at the 
commencement exercises of the New York University, 
New York city, on June 8, in which he discussed our 
military requirements and a suitable military poligy for 
the United States. He said, among other things, that 
“the military policy of our Government is not very gen- 
erally understood by the public, and judging from the 
present attitude of some of our citizens in places of re- 
sponsibility towards the Army, I must conclude that 
they have not a correct idea of the military requirements 
of the nation. . . . Our military policy, in a word, 
is as follows: One harmonious army for the United 
States, consisting of the Regular Army, the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves.” He declared that 
he abhorred war and that “no rational being who has 
a clear realization of its meaning wants to have his 
country become engaged in war, but conditions may 
arise which make it, with all its horrors, the only alter- 
native to a dishonorable peace. ‘Then every patriotic 
citizen wants war.” He said that the name of his de- 
partment was a misnomer, “it is a Department of Na- 
tional Defense_. . . and it should be known as 
such.” He advocated disarmament, adding, however, 
that it “must come as the result of an international 
agreement and must be done simultaneously; prudence 
would not permit disarming while others hold weapons 
in their hands.” He said: “I do not anticipate war, but 
there are active and feverish military preparations 
among those with whom we might possibly come in con- 
tact. I am not, however, solicitous that we maintain 
the largest military or naval foree in the world. I 
want to say here and now that I cannot give a moment's 
serious consideration to the possibility of war with Great 
Britain. . . . In my opinion, a war between Great 
Britain and the United States would be the end of civil- 
ization, and whatever may be the folly of the leaders in 
either or both nations, the peoples of Great Britain and 
the United States would never support, indeed they 
would not permit, a contest between these two countries, 
Therefore, in a word, I want to be prepared for every 
contingency, but I do not wish to set up a bogie man, 
the result of which would mean increasing the enormous 
expenditures now required for national preparation.” 
Secretary Weeks ended his address with an appreciation 
of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, exe 
pressing his regret that it did not include a provision 
for universal military training. : :

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. John W. Ruckman, U.S.\., in command 
of the North Atlantic Coast Artillery District, died at 
his home at Brookline, Mass., June 7, 1921, from a stroke 
of apoplexy. General Ruckman, who had an efficient 
record of service, was born in Illinois, Oct. 10, 1858, and 
was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1883, when he 
was promoted in the Army second lieutenant, 5th Ar- 
tillery. He was transferred to the Tth Artillery March 
8, 1898. and was promoted captain, 2d Artillery, March 
31, 1899. He was promoted major, Artillery Corps, June 
20, 1906; lieutenant colonel Feb. 2, 1911; colonel March 
7, 1912. and he was appointed brigadier general July 20, 
1916. During the World War he served as a temporary 
major general. General Ruckman during his service has 
been on duty at various posts on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, and has been the editor of the Journal of the U. 
S. Artillery. In November, 1901, he was ordered to Fort 
Totten, N.Y., as instructor in chemistry and explosives 
at the School of Submarine Defense and member of the 
Torpedo Board, and commander of the 114th Company. 
His arduous service there resulted in an illness of many 
months, which demanded a sick leave spent in Asheville, 
N.C., after which he took station at Fort du Pont. Del., 
in command of the 112th Company. He went next to 
the Presidio of San Francisco, where he remained until 
he took command of Fort Baker, Calif., on Feb. 19, 1909, 
and was ordered to Fort Mills, Corregidor, P.I., Sept. 
209, 1910, where he joined Feb. 3, 191). He was ae- 
tailed in the Inspector General's Department April 12, 
1911, at Manila. Subsequent services included command 
of coast defenses of Manila Bay, duty in office of Chief 
of Artillery and at Army War College and Navy War 
College, graduating from beth institutions General 
Iiuckman was in command of the 5th Provisional Regi- 
ment of Coast Artillery on the Mexican border in 1916. 
and was later in command of the Del Rio District, Eagle 
Pass District and New Laredo District. He was in 
command of the South Atlantic Coast Artillery District, 
and of the Southern Department. General Ruckman, in 
May, 118, was assigned to command the Northeastern 
Department and in July, 1918, he was assigned to com- 
mand the North Atlaatic Coast Artillery District. He 
was the author of a number of technical works on gun- 
nery, including “The Wind Problem in Gunnery” and 
“Coast Artillery Fire Instructions.” General Ruckman 
also wrote “The Administration and Organization of the 
Command of the Fortress of Port Arthur during the 
Russo-Japanese War,” “The Campaign of Petersburg 
from the Battle of Cold Harbor to Include the Explosion 
of the Mine, July 30, 1864,” and the “Co-operation of 
Naval and Military Forces,” and other works. General 
Ruckman leaves a widow, who was before her mafriage 
Miss Mary Hamilton, daughter of Colonel Hamilton, of 
the old Sth Artillery, U.S.A.; a sen, John R., and a 
daughter, Miss Marjorie Ruckmaa. 

Commodore William S. Hogg, U.S.N., retired, died 
suddenly May 28, 1921. while motoring with his wife 
and son, Lieut. Comdr. W. S. Hogg, jr.. to The Plains. 
Va. Commodore Hogg was born in Washington, D.C., 
Nov. 11, 1856, the son of John W. Hogg and Sarah Eliz- 
abeth Dow Hogg. Commodore Hogg was a graduate of 
the U.S. Naval Academy, class of 1876, and had a record 
of twenty years and eleven months’ sea service, during 
which he accompanied General Grant on his world trip 
aboard the Vandalia and was on active duty throughout 
the Spanish-American War and the Boxer rebellion in 
China. He was retired June 30, 1909, on the recom- 
mendation of the Rear Admirals Board. In 1887 Com- 
modore Hogg married Miss Clara Whann Hey], of Phila- 
delphia. He is survived by her and two sons—Lieut. 
Comdr. W. H. Hogg, jr., U.S.N., and John W. Hogg, of 
Norristown, Pa. Commodore Hogg was a member of 
the Army and Navy Club, the Society of 1812, the So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati, and the Association of the Oldest 
Inhabitants. His remains were buried in Arlington 
National Cemetery June 1 with military honors. 

Col. Frederick W. Galbraith, jr., national commander 
of the American Legion, who was killed at Indianapolis 
Ind., June 9, 1921, when the automobile in which he 
was riding ran over an embankment, was held in the 
greatest esteem, and was 100 per cent. American. Mes- 
sages of sympathy from all over the United States have 
been sent to his widow, Mrs. F. W. Galbralith, at In- 





dianapolis, and included one from President Harding. 
Colonel Galbraith was elected national commander 
of the American Legion on Sept. 29 last. During 
the war he served in command of the 1st Ohio Na- 
tional Guard at Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, which sub- 
sequently became the 147th Infantry and embarked for 
overseas in June, 1918. He fought at St. Mihiel, the 
Argonne and in Belgium, and was decorated for per- 
sonal bravery by the French and Belgians. As head of 
the American Legion he has been active in behalf of the 
organization in urging legislation favorable to ex-Service 
men. His publie addresses have been marked with force- 
ful utterances against hyphenated Americans, and argu- 
ing for bonds of good will with our Allies in the \yorld 
War. Colonel Galbraith was born at Watertown, Mass., 
May 6, 1874. He entered the Massachusetts Nautical 
Training School, where he sought to prepare for An- 
napolis, but was over age. At the end of a three-year 
course he was assigned to the ship Enterprise, and sailed 
for Japan. Transferred to the merchant vessel Dirego he 
was promoted to be third mate. Altogether, as student 
and mate, he was at sea six years, during which time 
he sailed for Japan twice. Elaborate arrangements have 
been made for his funeral on June 11. 

The body of the late Major Edwin R. Kimble, Corps 
of Engrs., U.S.A., who died in France April 9, 1918, 
was reinterred at Galveston, Texas, the home of his 
mother, on May 18, 1921. Major Kimble was battalion 
commander of the 1st Engineers during the first offen- 
sive of the 1st Division at Cantigny. An editorial from 
the local paper says in part: “T'o-morrow Galveston 
does silent homage to the memory of Edwin Kimble. 
Typical of the modesty of the young man, his family 
have requested that there be nothing but a simple cere- 
mony as the remains of Galveston’s first martyr to the 
cause of world freedom are lowered into their last rest- 
ing place and thet a-‘small guard of honor from the 
American Legion be the only reminder of a tragedy which 
invaded so many American homes and transformed s¢ 
many of their sons into heroes.” 

The funeral of Chaplain Charles C. Pierce, U.S.A. 
(lieutenant colonel) and of Mrs. Pierce, both of whom 
died in France recently, was held at the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery on June 8. All the officers and men, 
and many of their wives, of the Cemeterial Section of 
the Quartermaster General’s Office, of which Chaplain 
Pierce was long in charge, attended, as did Major Gen. 
Harry L. Rogers, the Quartermaster General, and many 
chaplains on duty in the 3d Corps Area. The simple 
Episcopal ceremony was performed, the Right Rev. Al- 
fred Harding, Bishop of Washington officiating, as- 
sisted by Chaplain-in-Chief John T. Axton, U.S.A. 
(colonel), and Dean Bradnall, of the Washington Cathe- 
dral. The floral tributes were many and beautiful. The 
brother of Chaplain Pierce, the Rev. Dr. Pierce, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist Church, New York city, and 
his sister, Mrs. DeWitt Jones, wife of Major Jones, 
U.S.A., were present at the burial. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Eberly, wife of Lieut. Comdr. Wilmer 
H. Eberly, U.S.C.G., died at San Francisco, Calif., on 
June 8, 1921. She was a sister of Mrs. Gertrude Sug- 
den, wife of Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Sugden, U.S.C.G., who 
died suddenly at San Francisco on May 51. 

Mrs. John R. Jones, mother of Capts. Harris Jones 
and Albert B. Jones, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., died at 
her home at Clayville, N.Y., June 2, 1921, the day 
after a visit to West Point, where her son, Capt. 
Harris Jones is on duty. Mrs. Jones had died while 
she was asleep, from natural causes, and probably from 
neuralgia of the heart. She was one of the best known 
znd highly respected residents of Clayville, which was 
her birthplace. After her marriage to Mr. Jones they 
moved to Torrington, Conn., where Mr. Jonees was en- 
gaged in the woolen business. He retired a number of 
years ago and the family then returned to Clayville. 
Mrs. Jones was a member of the Congregational Church 
and she was interested in every helpful work or public- 
spirited undertaking in the village and was of a kindly 
and charitable disposition. Besides her two sons in 
the Army she leaves her husband and a son, Roger G. 
Jones. 

Mr. Henry B. Ledyard, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Michigan Central Railroa-l, who died at 
his home at Grosse Pointe Farms, Mich., May 25, 1921, 
in his seventy-eighth year, was a graduate of the U.S. 
M.A., class of June 25, 1865, when he was assigned as a 
second lieutenant to the 19th Infantry and was promoted 
to first lieutenant the same day. During his army life, 
after first serving at Newport Barracks, Ky., he served 
on frontier duty at Little Rock, Ark., July to Septem- 
ber, 1866, and also served as commissary of the expedi- 
tion against the hostile Indians on the plains, Feb. 25 to 
May, 1867. Lieutenant Ledyard alsu served among other 
duties on frontier duty at Forg Riley and as assistant 
professor of French at West Point. He was honorably 
discharged from the Army at his own request Oct. 18, 
1870, and became connected with various railroads in 
high offiees, including those of general superintendent, 
general manager and president. I!« was connected with 
railroading for forty-seven years and was well known 
in his line throughout the United States. The name of 
Mr. Ledyard stood for many years as the synonym for 
railroad operation of the highest class and was insepara- 
hly connected with the Michigan Central Railroad, which 
has been called one of the finest systems in the world 
to-day, a reputation obtained largely through the energy, 
administrative ability and engineering skill of Mr. Led- 
yard. Mr. Ledyard married, Oct. 15, 1867, Mary L. 
I, Hommedieu, of Cincinnati. Mrs. Ledyard died March 
30, 1895. Surviving are three children, Henry and Hugh 
Ledyard and Baroness von Kettler, all of Detroit, and 
a brother, Lewis Cass Ledyard, prominent attorney of 
New York city. 

Lieut. Walter V. Brown, U.S.M.C., pilot, was 
killed, and Gun. Sergt. Alvin R. Bugbee, passenger, was 
seriously injured on June 9, 1921, when the Marine 
Corps airplane in which they were taking a flight over 
the Petomac river in a formation of five airplanes. 
erashed in shallow water about a mile off Colonial 
feach, Va. Lieutenant Brown, according to his pas- 
senger, in attempting to avoid a thick fog banked his 
machine-and went into a spin. Sergeant Bugbee is in 
the naval hospital, with good chances for reeovery. Lieu- 
tenant Brown’s home was in Boise, Iowa. The machine 
was recovered from the mud of the river and taken to 
Dahlgren Field. 

Mrs. Samuel D. Stuart died at the home of her son- 
in-law and daughter, Capt. A. W. Dunbar, U.S.A., and 
Mrs. Dunbar, Ventnor, N.J., June 8, 1921. She is sur- 
vived by five children—Dr. James BP. Stuart, Mrs. J. R. 
Boarman, Mrs. Samuel Barker, Mr. North C. Stuart 
and Mrs. A. W. Dunbar. The interment was in Ar- 
lington. 

Noel R. Thompson and C. A. Rowen, flying cadets, 
were instantly killed at Langley Field, Va.. on June 7 
when the machine in which they were flying struck the 


top of a tree and crashed, then catching fire. Three of 
the four bombs which the machine carried exploded. The 
machine was demolished. Thompson’s home was in 
Jacksonvville, Ill., and that of Rowen at Quitman, Ga. 

Mrs. Mary G. Davis, wife of Mr. Edward Richard 
Davis and mother of Lieut. Ralph Otis Davis, U.S.N., 
died at Chicago, Il]., on May 21, 1921. 

First Sergt. Kyran Maher, retired, died at his home, 
422 Hanover street, Mayfield, Calif., May 28, 1921. In- 
terment at Presidio National Cemetery, San Francisco, 
Calif., May 31. He leaves a widow, Julia Maher. 

Mach. Joseph D. Thomas, U.S.N., died at Brooklyn, 
N.Y., June 6, 1921. He was born in Kentucky July 29, 
1890, and was appointed a machinist July 20, 118, 
after a previous service of over three years.

Leavell handed over his 
money and asked to be permitted to bring aid to his 
comrade. The bandit, without replying, shot Leavell 
through the body.

General Wright, now executive as- 
sistant to the Chief of Staff, fills the vacancy in the 9th 
Corps Area unfilled since the retirement of Major Gen. 
Ilunter Liggett. Brig. Gen. Charles J. Bailey, an- 
nounced by Secretary Weeks on April 13 as selected to 
fill a vacaney in the grade of major general which will 
oceur in tke current year, takes command of the 7th 
Corps Area, relieving Brig. Gen. Omar Bundy. General 
Kennedy comes from the Panama Canal Department to 
the 7th Division, Camp Meade, Md., relieving General 
MeGlachlin, who goes to the General Service Schools, 
relieving Lieut. Col. Hugh A. Drum, whose nomina- 
tion for the grade of brigadier general failed of con- 
firmation in the 66th Congress. General Weigel goes 
from headquarters of 2d Corps Area. Governors Island. 
N.Y., to the Ist Division at Camp Dix, N.J. General 
Sladen returns from duty with the American Forces in 
Germany to command a brigade of the 3d Division, with 
headquarters at Camp Vike, Ark. General Alexander 
also takes command of an Infantry brigade of the 3d 
Division. General Helmick goes to command a brigade 
of the 6th Division, with headquarters at Camp Grant, 
Ill., coming from headquarters of the 6th Corps Area. 
General Todd goes from Camp Lewis to she Philippine 
Department, and General Johnston remains on duty 
with the American Forces in Germany. 

The fact that General Harbord was announced as ap- 
pointed executive assistant to the Chief of Staff, reliev- 
ing General Wright. who has also been director of the 
Supply Division, War Department General Staff, indi- 
cates that in addition to the duties which devolved upon 
General Wright he will perform the detailed duties which 
have previously devolved upon the Chief of Staff, for 
Secretary Weeks was at pains in announcing the ap- 
pointment of General Pershing to state that General 
Harbord would perform the duties now performed by 
General March. Having established a high standard 
while in command of the Service of Supply in the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces, General Harbord brings to 
the War Department and to his new assignment a wide 
knowledge of the supply functions in time of war. 

The assignments of the general officers natvrally 
aroused speculation relative to the duty which will en- 
gage the great abilities of Major Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff, when he is relieved on July 1. It is gen- 
erally considered probable that he will either take com- 
mand of the 6th Corps Area, relieving Major Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, soon to retire to take up duties with the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, or to command the 8th Corps 
Area, now in command of Major Gen. Joseph T. Dick- 
man, who is due for retirement in October. But there 
is some expectation among officers who have served under 
General Mareh in the War Department General Staff 
that he may prefer to go on the retired list upon his own 
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application after more than thirty-three years’ service. 
General March’s friends are inclined to believe this logical 
on the ground that he has already attained the pinnacle 
of an Army officer’s ambition, that of the office of Chief 
of Staff during a national emergency with the rank of 
general, and that his greatest work has therefore been 
accomplished.

GENERAL MITCHELL’S RELIEF SOUGHT. 
Chief of Air Service Would Drop Assistant. 
Menohér, U.S.A., Chief of Air

Major Gen. Charles T. 
Service, has submitted a written 
Seeretary of War Weeks that Brig. Gen. William Mit- 
chell, U.S.A., assistant Chief of Air Service, be relieved 
of his pyesent duties. ‘This fact was made known by 
Secretary Weeks on June 9, who added that action 
would be taken by him only after thorough investiga- 
tion of conditions in the Army Air Service. The Sec- 
retary said he was aware that there had been consider- 
able friction in the administrative functions of the Air 
Service and that he intended to remove that friction; 
but this, he said, did not necessarily imply that it would 
necessitate the relief of General Mitchell or any other 
officer. Secretary Weeks said that General Mitchell was 
a brilliant flying officer who had made a_ remarkable 
record, but he intimated that some of his published 
statements transcended the bounds of: discretion. While 
the Secretary did not say in so many words that Gen- 
eral Mitchell’s repeated urging of the necessity of a 
united Air Service was in direct conflict with the Presi- 
dent's opposition. to the organization of such an air 
force, it was understood that this was one of the rea- 
sons advanced for his relief from his office as assistant 
chief in charge of operations and training. 

Beyond the statement made by the Secretary nothing 
official was available in the War Department, but from 
sources close to the Secretary it was learned that Gen- 
eral Menoher cited in his letter of recommendation 
several passages in the published statements attributed 
to General Mitchell after the unfortunate crash of the 
Eagle airplane recently in a thunderstorm, with the 
loss of seven lives, in which criticism’ of the Chief of 
Air Service was direct, because the loss was attributed 
to the lack of a flying officer at the head of the Army Air 
Service. These recent statements, coupled with testi- 
mony before committees of Congress, particularly the 
transmittal of a series of questions to the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs to be asked Navy efficers testify- 
ing as to aviation, but which the committee declined 
to use, are said to have constituted the principal rea- 
sons why General Menoher filed his request for the re- 
lief of his assistant. 

It was reealled incidentally that General Mitchell's 
testimony last year before a House committee had been 
a cause of controversy with the Navy Department. He 
had contended, in a word, that navies were going out 
of date, that it had been established that airships could 
sink any naval vessel afloat and that the wars of the 
future would be conducted by airships as the first lines 
of offense and defense. To this then Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels took decided exception. It was in part 
as a result of the controversy then arising that plans 
were made for the-air bombing tests to begin this month. 





The Army Air Service, sinee practice for the joint 
bombing experiments with the Navy has been in progress 
at Langley Field, has been under fire because of the 
extent of the casualties incurred, and it was learned 
that a Congressional inquiry of these fatalities had been 
urged upon the Committees on Military Affairs. That the 
friction in the Air Service was approaching a head was 
indicated, it was said by well-informed members of these 
committees, by the activities of officers and others in- 
terested in aviation in the offices of leading members of 
the committees during the past week. It is violating no 
confidence to state that officers of the Regular Army of 
other branches have for a long time speculated upon a 
“break” in the office of the Chief of Air Service and 
that ‘they are not surprised at General Menoher’s re- 
quest. The intimation of interference with the Secre- 
tary’s action through Congressional influence, however, 
was generally regarded as unfounded, although it was 
expected that the incident would be the subject of de 
bate in both the Senate and the House. 
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Miuirary SurRGEONS’ ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States opened at the Plaza- 
Copley Hotel, Boston, on June 3, the formal exercises 
of the day including the bestowal of badges of the or- 
ganization to foreign delegates who have been elected 
honorary members. Lieut. Col. BE. L. Ruffner, M.C., U. 
S.A.. read a paper on “Medical Administration of the 
Intermediate Section, A.E.F.,” in which he described 
the medical Army service to the units between the com- 
bat line and the base during the World War. Colonel 
Ruffner was in charge of this work, which had to do 
largely with the sanitation of camps and the preventive 
measures taken to obviate contagion of any kind among 
the troops. Comdr. W. S. Bainbridge, M.C., U.S.N.R.F, 
contributed a paper on “Some Lessons of the World War 
in Medicine and Surgery from the German Viewpoint.” 
He also gave medical statisties gathered as the result of 
two years service in Germany in the war as an observer 
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and from the study of publications in German, Dutch and 
Scandinavian magazines. He gave Germany’s war losses 
as 6,888,982. P.A. Surg. H. V. Wildman, U.S.P.HLS., 
spoke on “Mental Exeminations of Aliens and their 
Searing on the Votential Military Strength of the Na- 
tion.”

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Navan Or Reserves TQ INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 
President Harding signed an executive order trans- 
ferring the naval oil reserves from the jurisdiction of 
the Navy Department to the Interior Department, on 
June 1. Two of the reserves are located in California, 
one in Wyoming and one each in Colorado and Utah. 
The action was recommended by Secretary of the Navy 
Denby and Secretary of the Interior Fall jointly. It 
transfers to Secretary Fall the leasing of drilling rights 
in Naval Oil Reserve No. 1 in California, the only naval 
reserve thus far opened to drilling in any way. Secre- 
tary Denby announced recently that leases would be 
granted on a percentage basis for drilling in this re- 
serve, the plan being to sink offset wells and thus pre- 
vent operators from tapping the outer edge of the re- 
serve by sinking wells just outside the boundary line.

REGULATIONS oF N.G. Starr Cores AND DEPARTMENTS. 

The Secretary of War has approved new regulations 
governing the organization of state staff corps and de- 
partment units and grades of officers of the National 
Guard appointed therein. The Militia Bureau has been 
unable to distribute all of the articles of the new Na- 
tional Guard Regulations as they are approved by the 
Secretary of War, owing to lack of clerical assistance.

lished, in making appointments in state staff corps — 
departments, National Guard officials should consult th 
Militia Bureau first. to determine whether Federal Sthen- 
nition can be extended in accordance with the provisions 
of the regulations.

19th F.A. Marches from Fort Myer to Tobyhanna. 


The 2d Battalion, 19th Field Art.. stationed at Fort 
Myer, Va., has been ordered to proceed by marching from 
itg present station to Tobyhanna, Pa., for the purpose 
of instructing the National Guard Field Artillery of 
Pennsylvania, and of holding its own summer target 
practice.

The conversion of the National Guard oflicer into a 
Federal officer, it is stated, is very carefully defined in 
the National Defense act and does not require the issu- 
ance of any commission other than the one he holds as 
a National Guard officer. This matter was thoroughly 


considered when the act of June 3, 1916, was under dis- 
cussion and the provisions of the law so drawn that offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the National Guard could be 


placed in Federal status by the issuance of a proclama- 


tion. True, the officers must be appointed by the Presi- 
dent. tut this was done by the wording of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation issued on Aug. 5, 1917. When the 


National Guard officer passes to Federal gontrol by 
means of a draft he is subject to the orders of the com- 
mander-in-chief just as is every other officer, and there- 
fore it is held that his commissioning in the Officers’ 
teserve Corps is not an imperative necessity. 

As a matter of fact, it is stated by competent legal an- 


thority that the concern of the War Department over 
making the National Guard officer also a member of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps is hardly warranted, for the Presi- 
dent can give the National. Guardsman a 
mission by proclamation. For example, on calling into 
the Federal Service the 3d New York ard the 2d Ohio 
National Guard regiments, the proclamation would state

that the officers of these organizations are “hereby ap- 
pointed in the grades they now hold in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps”’—and the thing would be done.

war shall be in the Officers’ Reserve Corps,” relates to 
all officers, whatever may be their status, outside the 
permanent officers of the Regular Army; and that they 
shall be appointed in the Reserve Corps. He did not 
agree with Mr. McKenzie’s view that all temporary ap- 
pointments in the grade of general officer in time of war 
shall be in the Reserve Corps, for he pointed out that in 
war time the Army was allowed much latitude in the 
matter of promotions and that gencral officers temporary 
would be carried in that status in the Regular Army as 
they were in the World War.

PROPOSED GRADUATED RETIREMENT FOR ENLISTED MEN. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs on June 9 
heard Thomas Bohanna, in regard to a proposed sdldiers’ 
graduated retirement bill, Mr. Bohanna appeared on 
behalf of the American Veterans of Foreign Wars, which 
includes Spanish War Veterans, Veterans of the World 
War and many other Army veterans who have taken 
part in wars or military expeditions in foreign coun- 
tries. The proposal is that after an enlisted man has 
served sixteen years he may, if he so chooses, retire 
with the rank of sergeant, receiving one-third the pay 
of a sergeant, and allowances, which would amount to 
$30.50 a month. If he desires to remain in the Service 
as an enlisted man for twenty years, he would then be 
entitled to retire as a first sergeant, receiving two-thirds 
the regular pay of that grade and allowances, amounting 
to about $57.50; and if he remained in the Service for 
thirty years, the maximum time, he would be retired as 
master sergeant at three-fourths pay, plus allowances, or 
aproximately $91.50 a month. No double time under 
the plan would be counted. Mr. McKinzie asked Mr. 
3ohanna whether, under the increased emoluments paid 
an enlisted man in the Army at the present time he con- 
sidered the Government owed him any further insurance 
Mr. Bohanna argued that such provision is made for 
the enlisted marine and in the Navy, and he could see 
no logical reason why the same thing should not be 
allowed enlisted men of the Army. He said all such 


retired soldiers would be thoroughly schooled in the aec- 
tivities of the Army, and would, when retired, go into 
the Reserve Corps subject to immediate call into aétiye 





service in case of an emergency, and therefore would 


prove an important factor in an economical military 
preparedness. In addition, it would raise the morale of 
the ‘enlisted personnel, as they could look forward to 
marrying and rearing a family if they so desired, or if 
not, the future outlook would tend to give added induce- 
ment to efficient effort and continued service, all of 
which would make a better Army and build up an ex- 
cellent Reserve force through retirement. Representa- 
tive Greene interposed that in other walks of life no 
special premium or inducement is offered to a man for 
entering matrimony, but that if he marries he has to 
take the chance of making his regular salary cover the 
added expenses of a family. Chairman Kahn made it 
plain that marriage would be only an incident and that 
the retirement pay should not be contingent upon a 
soldier marrying. The committee in executive session 
gave some consideration to the proposal, but it was re- 
ported that no definite action had been taken. There 
seems to be a tendency among the members not to favor 
the introduction of such a bill at the present time.

COLONEL RICKARDS FOR MinitTrA BUREAU. 

Col. George Collins Rickards, Infantry, Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, and an officer of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard, was nominated by the President to be Chief of 
the Mililitia Bureau of the War Department with rank 
of major general on June 7, 1921. ‘This is in the nature 
of a renomination, as the name of Colonel Rickards was 
presented by former President Wilson and failed of con- 
firmation in the 66th Congress. Senator Penrose of 
Pennsylvania interested himself in behalf of Colonel Rick- 
ards when he convinced that his selection was 
one made solely on merit. Colonel Rickards, who has 
been serving on General Staff duty in the War Depart- 
ment for some time, was born in Philadelphia, Aug. 25, 
1860, is a veteran of both Spanish and World Wars, and 
is known as a very efficient officer. He will succeed Brig. 
Gen. Mel. Carter, U.S.A., who has remained in 
office pending the appointment of a National Guard offi- 
commission, as required by the act of 
Colonel Rickards is at present on duty 
in connection with the organization of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves. He entered the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania as a private in 1877 and 
received his first commission, that of second lieutenant, 
in July, 1883, and has since passed through the various 
commissioned grades, becoming a brigadier general June 
19, 1919. As a lieutenant colonel in the Spanish War 
he commanded the 16th Pennsylvania Regiment and was 
promoted to colonel Oct. 24, 1898. He commanded the 
16th Regiment on the Mexican border from July, 1916, 
to January, 1917, and he commanded the same regiment 
from its call into the Federal service in July, 1917, 
through its reorganization as the 112th Infantry of the 
28th Division, U.S.A., and throughout its service in the 
World War. In September, 1918, Colonel Rickards 
commanded the 56th Brigade, 28th Division, U.S.A., in 
the A.E.F. He was wounded during the Argonne of- 
fensive on Sept. 27, 1918, remaining in hospital until the 
middle of October, when he returned to command his old 
regiment, the 112th Infantry. During his service Col- 
onel Rickards received many commendations and cita- 
tions. In the World War he was recommended by his 
brigade commander for the Distinguished Service Medal, 
and by his division commander for a Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross. He was cited by General Pershing and has 
recently been commended by the commanding general, 
1st Corps Area, for his work in connection with the re- 
cent allotment of National Guard troops to corps areas 
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SEcRETARY WEEKS PROTESTS SALE OF CAMP EUSTIS. 
Secretary of War Weeks has written a letter to Sena- 
tor Wadsworth, chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, urging Congress provide that Camp 
Eustis, Va., may be retained by the United States in 
spite of the fact that the act of Feb. 28, 1920, contained 
a proviso directing the Secretary of War to sell the real 
estate and buildings at Camp Eustis “not prior to 
June 30, 1921.” Secretary Weeks wrote: “This camp is 
the only one owned by the Government which is suited 
in all respects for the training of railway artillery. This 
is a branch of the Artillery service already in possession 
of a large number of guns and mortars on railway 
mounts prepared for service in France. The armament 
is being further developed and augmented by appropria- 
tions provided in the Fortification bill. 1 would invite 
your special attention to the character of construction 
at Camp Eustis. While the buildings are temporary as 
in the case of all camps the work was especially well 
done and will provide good accommodations for the gar- 
rison for many years at a reasonable cost for mainte- 
The storehouses are semi-permanent, built on 
concrete piles with heavy floor beams. A part of the 
hospital buildings have been converted into officers’ 
quarters in which living conditions are especially satis- 
The camp is well located for training purposes 
as well as for strategic purposes. There are available 
both land and water ranges of adequate extent. 'The 
camp is provided with over twenty-two miles of stand- 
ard gauge railroad, and has feady access to the main 
line of the C. and O. Railway, from which the necessary 
strategic distributions can be readily accomplished. To 
provide facilities such as exist here at any other point 
would cost.a tremendous amount and it is the opinion of

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Navy RESTRICTION ON WRITING ARTICLES REMOVED. 


Secretary of the Navy Denby stated on June 8 that 
a general order removing the restrictions relative to the 
writing of articles for publication by officers of the Navy 
was to be issued by the Navy Department. The order 
would be a revision and expansion of that portion of 
Art. 113, Sec. 3, Navy Regulations, which reads: “Offi- 
cers and other persons in the Naval Service desiring to 
publish articles on professional subjects, except transla- 
tions from foreign publications or articles of a purely 
historical nature, shall submit the manuscript of such 
articles to the Office of Navy Intelligence for scrutiny 
before publication. The Department invites and urges 
officers to send in well-considered ideas and suggestions 
relative to improvement of naval efficiency.” Hereafter 
officers will not be required to undergo this censorship, 
the Secretary ‘stated, but will be required to file a copy 
of a written article, bearing their personal signature, 
with the Navy Department. Of course, officers or other 
persons in the Naval Service would be responsible for 
the correctness of their articles and the views expressed, 
and would be amenable to discipline in cases where such 
articles were erroneous or unjustly critical. “The 
thought behind the order,” said the Secretary, “is that 
we do not want a censorship in any sense. Those offi- 
cers who have a capability for writing are to have all 
liberty to write, in fact we want them to write material 
which will give the people generally a better understand- 
ing of the Navy and its activities. I have never been in 
favor of any restriction, but would encourage the dis- 
semination of all manner of information of interest to 
the people of the country.” According to Admiral R. FE. 
Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, the new general 
order had not yet been approved, the original draft hav- 


ing been recalled for a.few minor emendations. 





ORGANIZATION OF TECHNICAL WaAR SERVICE. 

In furtherance of the plans_of General Pershing, un- 
der ‘whose direction the organization of the Reserve 
armies is to be undertaken, a local post of the Ordnance 
technical service will be formed in the metropolitan dis- 
trict of New York which will informally associate mem- 
bers of the Army Ordnance Association and the Ord- 
nance officers of the Reserve Corps. The membership 
of the Army Ordnance Association, of which Benedict 
Crowell is president, is comprised of 2,400 technical and 
business experts who, during the war, served g¢ither as 
officers of the Ordnance Department or as executives of 
industries engaged in ordnance manufacture. For the 
purpose of offering assistance in the organization of the 
reserve armies and in the solution of local war plans it 
is now proposed to form in the metropolitan district of 
Greater New York a local organization of the Army 
Ordnance Association which shall include as members 
all Ordnance officers of the Reserve Corps and all who 
served as officers in the Ordnance Department in the 
World War. There will be a meeting for this purpose 
at the Engineering Societies Building, 29 West 39th 
street, New York city, at 8 p.m., June 15, Guy E. Tripp 
presiding. Short addresses will be made by Major Gen. 
Cc. C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance; Major Gen. Robert 
L. Bullard, commanding general of the 2d Corps Arca; 
Brig. Gen. William Weigel, former chief of staff 2d 
Corps Area; Col. Samuel G. Shartle, assistant chief of 
staff 24d Corps Area; Major M. lL. Brett, olfice of As- 
sistant Secretary of War, and others. All who served 
as officers in the Ordnance Department during the war 
and all who are interested in Ordnance as a factor in 
preparedness are fnvited to attend.

ReTirED DENTAL OFFICERS CALLED TO Duty. 

Four officers previously retired from active duty in the 
Dental Corps of the Army, have been called into active 
service to prepare themselves as instructors in R.O.T.C. 
Dental units. ‘They have been detailed to attend the 
Army Medical Field Service School at Carlisle, Pa., 
where they will take the courses in field work, after 
which the normal school course will be mastered to fit 
them for teaching. It is said this is the first case in 
history of retired dental officers being called into active 
service. They all have signified their desire to under- 
take the work, expressing the belief that their physical 
conditions will not hinder them in teaching, and their 
opinion has been substantiated after rigid physical ex- 
amination by an Army medical officer. Upon completion 
of their courses of instruction at Carlisle they will be as- 
signed to Class A dental schools maintaining R.O.T.C. 
dental units, and will assume the duties of professors of 
military science and tactics, being attached as such to 
the regular faculty of the schools. There are nineteen 
Class A dental schools in the country. Ten were 
selected last year according to their geographical loca- 
tion. The. remaining nine recently have been invited to 
participate in R.O.T.C. work, and dental officers as in- 
structors for schools that later accept the invitation will 
be provided from amoung the Regular Army dental 


oflicers. 
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SENATE PASSES ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Provides for Not Less Than 150,000 Men. 

The Senate on June 8 passed the Army Appropriation 
bill carrying provision for 150,000 men. Sitting at a 
previous session as Committee of the Whole, on June 7, 
the Senate had passed by a vote of 35 to 30 its amend- 
ment to the House bill providing for an enlisted strength 
of 170,000 men. The Senate proper, in session on June 
8, reversed this action by a vote of 36 to 32, fixing the 
strength of the Army at 150,000. While the Senate’s 
provision agrees with that of the House ia setting this 
figure, it differs materially from the House measure in 
providing that the enlisted personnel shall not go below 
150,000. The provision of the House bill would in fact 
reduce the Army to about 120,000 at the end of the 
coming fiscal year, in order to make the average number 
of men for the year 150,000; since at present the 
strength of the Army numbers about 228,000. The 
House provision for pay of enlisted men is about $72,- 
000,000; the Senate Military Committee increased this 
to $83,000,000, and the Senate finally fixed the amount 
at about $81,000,000, sufficient for an Army of not be- 
low 150,000. The Senate bill as passed carries in round 
figures $334,000,000, which is $2,000,000 below the 
amount reported by the Senate Military Committee. 

The bill now goes to conference. ‘The final vote by 
the Senate on the passage of the bill took place at the 
end of three days’ debate, beginning on June 6. A 
spirited attack on the total amount of the appropriations 
was begun by Senators Borah, King and Reed. Sena- 
tors Wadsworth, Frelinghuysen and Fletcher led in the 
defense of the measure. 

When the vote on the strength of the Army was an- 
nounced on June 8 Senator Wadsworth moved an appro- 
priation of $81,000,000 for the pay of the reduced Army. 
He explained that while the House bill appropriated 
only $72,678,059 for this purpose, this was due to the 
fact that under the plan as approved by that chamber 
the Army would be reduced to nearer 120,000 than to 
150,000 men. He offered an amendment providing that 
when the strength of 150,000 has been reached no fur- 
ther reduction be made, and this was agreed to. Senator 
Wadsworth said to an ARMY AND JOURNAL representa- 
tive that there was little hope of securing more men as 
a result of recommendations: from the conference com- 
mittee. The danger, in the Senator's opinion, was that 
the conferees might fail to agree to keeping the strength 
of the Army not below 150,000 during the whole of the 
fiscal year. It was stated that the Senate conferees 
would make a strenuous contest to maintain the 150,000 
average for each month of the year, and that when the 
serious cut of the Army under the House plan was 
fully understood the full conference committee would 
agree upon the Senate amendment. 

There was a strong majority in a rira voce vote 
against an amendment offered by Senator Dial of South 
Carolina directing that none of the money provided for 
pay of soldiers be paid to American troops in Germany, 
France and Belcium after ninety days from the approval 
of the act. The “little Army” Senators did not call for 
a record vote when the bi was read for final passage. 

In the debate on June 7 Senator Reed made a sharp 
attack on former Seerctary of War Baker’s recruiting 
of the Army, in the course of which he said: “They re- 
cruited the blind, the lame and the halt to a disgraceful 
degree.” le said he could reduce the Army by 15,000 
men “and not lose a man for the defense of the United 
States,” continuing: “We have in round numbers 15,- 
000 somewhere in France or Germany. What are they 
there for? Why does not the Administration bring those 
soldiers home? We have been at peace for nearly three 
years. Not a gun has been fired. What right of the 
United States are they enforcing? What property of 
the United States are they guarding? What interests 
are they looking after? I defy any living man to give 
me a good reason for keeping 15,000 men in Gemany.” 
The speaker praised the National Guard organization, 
which he said is made up of men who are self-sustaining 
and officered by veterans of the World War. With an 
adequate National Guard, such as is in process of or- 
ganization. an Army of even 150,000 men, he contended, 
is unnecessary in peace times. 


Amendments Made by Senate. 


Among the amendments of the Senate in the bill as it 
goes to conference are also the following: 

Authorizing the sale to foreign governments of sur- 
plus military supplies not needed for military, purposes 
and for which there is no adequate domestic market. 

Removing various House restrictions that limited ex- 
penditures to stated figures for defined items under vari- 
ous general headings of appropriations. 

One House proviso limits appropriations for pay of 
Ollicers’ Reserve Corps members to fifteen days’ active 
duty except in the case of tiose detailed as instructors 
at civivlian military training camps or with tactical 
units of the Air Service, or exeept one oflicer of the 
Medical Reserve Corps [intended to provide for Brig. 
Gen. C. FE. Sawyer, O.R.C.]. The Senate extends this 
to permit pay for not to exceed five Reserve officers in 
the J.A.G. Department, and such additional officers of 
the M.R.C. as are required to supplement the like offi- 
cers of the Regular Army in the care of beneficiaries of 
the Bureau of War Risk Insurance treated in 
hospitals. 

The Senate slightly changed the text, to arrive at the 
same result, in two House provisions. One, to author- 
ize the Seeretary of War to make regulations and grant 
applications for discharge to enlisted men serving in the 
continental United States until the number in the Army 
has been reduced to 150,000 men, not including the Phil- 
ippine Scouts. The other, repealing the provisions of 
the Army Reorganization act for an enlistment allow- 
ance of ninety dollars. 

The Senate adopted a proviso authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to determine what officers are required to 
be mounted within the meaning of the law authorizing 
the furnishing of mounts and horse equipment and pay- 
ment of additional pay to officers who furnish additional 
mounts at their own expense. 

The Senate struck out a House limitation that no part 
of the appropriation for water and sewers at military 
posts should be expended for new construction work. ~ 

The Senate adopts the House paragraph limiting until 
June 1, 1921, the reeeipt of applications for uniforms to 
be issued to discharged enlisted men under the act of 
Feb. 28, 1919; it adds a proviso placing subsistence, sup- 
plies, transportation, clothing and other Q.M, appropria- 
tions in one fund, to be disbursed as “general appro- 
priations. Q.MLC." 

The Senate would permit the parment of tuition fees 
at civil’an enginesr schools of not to execed fifty stu- 


dent officers in addition to the two per cent. of commis-

sioned officers authorized to attend technical institutions 
as provided for in Sec. 127a, act of June 4, 1920. 

Senator Norris secured adoption of an amendment 
making an appropriation of $200,000 for beginning the 
development of a government power project at Great 
Falls in the Potomac, near Washington. The project 
when completed will cost upward of $40,000,000.

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MEDALS IN LIEU OF BREVETS. 
Senate Passes Bill Authorizing Awards. 

The Senate on June 6 passed the bill (S. 1360) au- 
thorizing the award of the D.S.C. or the D.S.M. to Army 
officers brevetted for gallantry during the war with 
Spain, the Philippine Insurrection, or China Relief 
Expedition. The bill provides “that in the case of 
officers then in the Army who were nominated to the 
Senate by the President for brevet commissions for 
service during the war with Spain, Phi.ippine Insur- 
rection, or the China Relief Expedition, for extraordi- 
nary heroism or gallantry in action or especially meri- 
torious services, such as to justify the award of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross or the Distinguished Service 
Medal, provided for in the act of July 9, 1918, such 
cases may be considered and acted on under the pro- 
vision of said act, notwithstanding that the recommenda- 
tions may have been made more than three years be- 
fore said cases shall have been considered as authorized 
by said act; but all consideration of and action upon 
any such case shall be based exclusively on official records 
of the War Department.” 

An identical bill was introduced in the House on 
April 11 by Representative Miller, but as yet no action 
has been taken on it by that body. In connection with 
the bill Mr. Miller showed that there were 581 officers 
nominated for brevet, 340 Regular Army officers and 
241 Volunteer officers, in grades shown in the following 
tabulation :

_ Representative Miller said that his proposed legisla- 
tion would be salutary and that the Government should 
not withhold recognition of the officers who distinguished 
themselves im the war with Spain because of a techni- 
eality which debarred them of honors for the reason that 
hostilities were of short duration. It was war for all 
that it was brief and the officers who displayed conspicu- 
ous gallantry and bravery deserve fully as much recog- 
nition as though it had covered a period of years instead 
of months. In the China Relief Expedition the conduct 
of the American contingents was glorious, he said, and 
it would be only just that those officers whose service 
stood out conspicuously should be recognized by con- 
ferring an appropriate decoration. The fact that the 
President had nominated officers for’ brevet was an 
earnest of appreciation by the Commander-in-Chie?, and 


Mr. Miller said that he would do all in his power to-

PROVISION FOR COLORED REGIMENTS. 


Senator McCormick of Illinois submitted an amend- 
ment to be proposed by him to the Army Appropriation 
bill on June 3 which would have attached provisos to 
Sections 17 and 18 of the act of June 4, 1920, so as to 
direct the organization of four regiments of Infantry 
composed of colored men and four regiments of Cavalry 
similarly composed of colored men. As sought to be 
amended these sections would read: 


Sec. 17. Infantry: The Infantry shall consist of 1 chief of 
Infantry with the rank of major general, 4,200 officers in 
grades from colonel to second lieutenant, inclusive, and 110,090 
enlisted men, organized into such Infantry units as the Presi- 
dent may direct: Provided, That after Jan. 1, 1922, there 
shall be in such units not less than four regiments the enlisted 
personnel of which shall be composed exclusively of colored 
—_. Hereafter all tank units shall form a part of the In- 
antry. 





. 18. Cavalry: The Cavalry shall consist of 1 chief of 

Cavalry, with the rank of major general, 950 officers in grades 
from colonel to second lieutenant, inclusive, and 20,000 enlisted 
men, organized into Cavalry units as the President may direct: 
Provided, That after Jan. 1, 1922, there shall be in such units 
not less than four regiments the enlisted personnel of which 
shall be composed exclusively of colored men. 
_ Laws enacted July 28, 1866, and later codified as Rev. 
Stats. 1104 and 1108, directed, respectively, that two 
regiments of Cavalry and two regiments of Infantry 
shall be composed of colored troops. The National De- 
fense act, as approved June 3, 1916, in Sec. 2, fixing the 
composition of the Regular Army, directed that “the 
Regular Army, including the existing organizations, shall 
consist of sixty-four regiments of Infantry, twenty-five 
regiments of Cavalry, twenty-one regiments of Field Ar- 
tillery,” etc. At the same time the strength and compo- 
sition of the various anits of each arm of the Service 
were fixed by that act of June 3, 1916. 

In the amendments to the National Defense act, ap- 
proved June 4, 1920, and popularly known as the Army 
Reorganization act, the substituted Sec. 2 relating to the 
composition of the Regular Army does not retain the 
words “including the existing organizations,” but says: 
“The Regular Army shall consist of the Infantry, the 
Cavalry, the Field Artillery,” and so on. In Sees. 17 
and 18 of the Reorganization act, which read as printed 
above except for the proviso in each section sought to 
be added by Mr. McCormick, the President has full dis- 
cretion in the organization of units in an arm. 

A point of order, on the ground that Mr. McCormick's 
amendment is new legislation attached to an appropria- 
tion bill, was sufficient to defeat these provisos. Opinion 
in the War Department was that since the law as ap- 
proved June 4, 1920, grants authority to the President 
to direct the organization of Infantry and Cavalry units, 
the amendments would be a limitation of this authority 
granted the Executive. In the reorganization author- 
ized in Sec. 3 of the act of June 4, 1920, the War De- 
partment has planned that the Organized Reserves’ shall 
have units of colored troops organized in the souttecast- 
ern section of the country into labor battalions and 
probably regiments. There are now two regiments of 
colored men in the Infantry and two regiments of col- 
ored men in the Cavalry in the Regular Army, and 
should the enlisted strength be reduced to less'than 175,- 
000 it is held that eight regiments of colored troops 


would be out of proportion to the number of regiments — 
of white troops. ‘

Naval Appropriation Bill in Conference. 

The Naval Appropriation bill for the fiscal year 1922 
was sent to conference by the House on June 7 by a 
vote of 233 to 110, following the introduction of a reso- 
lution by Representative Campbell of Kansas which 
stated that the House disagreed with the Senate amend- 
ments, but agreed to a conference on the amendments, 
The speaker then announced the House conferees to in- 
clude Representatives Kelley of Michigan, French, Wood 
of Indiana, Byrnes of South Carolina and Oliver. The 
tone of the brief debate was decidedly antagonistic to 
the Senate increases. By the action of the House its 
conferees were left free to substitute the Porter limita- 
tion of armament resolution for the Borah amendment if 
they wished. ‘The conferees held their first meeting on 
June 8, but without making any progress toward the 
chief points in disagreement. 

Senate Passes Deficicncy Appropriation Bill. 

The Deficiency Appropriation bill was approved by 
the Senate on June 3. ‘I'he measure carries a total of 
$156,000,000, an increase of $55,000,000 over the meas- 
ure passed by the House. An item of $1,250,000 was 
added by the Senate in amendments offered by Senators 
McCormick and Stanley for veteran hospital projects, 
$500,000 for the Speedway or Broadway Hospital, Chi- 
eago, and $750,000 for the Dawson Springs (Iky.) Sani- 
tarium. 

Senate Bills Passed. 

The Senate on June 6 passed the bil (S. 1574) an- 
thorizing the Secretary of War to exchange with forcign 
nations desiring the same samples of arms and equip- 
ment in use by the Army of the United States. 

The Senate on June 6 passed S.J. Res. 25 to grant the 
Memorial Association of the Ist Division, U.S.A., per- 
mission to crect on public grounds in Washington, south 
of the State, War and Navy Building, and east of the 
Corcoran Art Gallery, a monument to the dead of the 
Ist division, A.E.F., in the World War; the site and 
design shall be approved by the National Commission of 
Fine Arts, and the United States shall be put to no ex- 
pense. , 

A joint resolution (S.J. Res. 69), passed by the Sen- 
ate June 7, authorizes the Secretary of War to use mili- 
tary measures and supplies for the relief of the Colorado 
flood sufferers. 

Increasing Age Limit for 2d Lieutenant to Thirty-five. 

Senator Calder on June 7 introduced S. 2001 increas- 
ing from thirty to thirty-five years the age limit for ap- 
pointments in the grade of second lieutenant in the Reg- 
ular Army of persons who served as officers in the U.S. 
Army in the World War. 

Senate Votes to Investigate Veteran Relief. 

The Senate on June 9 voted to investigate all Govern- 
ment agencies charged with the care and the rehabilita- 
tion of disabled veterans of the World War. ‘The reso- 
lution directing the investigation was drafted by Sena- 
tor Walsh, of Massachusetts, and the investigation will 
be made by a committee of five Senators. It was in the 
course of a eulogy of Col. F. W. Galbraith, commander 
of the American Legion, who was killed in an automobile 
accident on that day, that Senator Walsh suggested 
action be taken on his resolution. Tributes to the dead 
soldier were made by Senators Frelinghuysen, Willis, 
Walsh, Smoot and Trammell. 

To Appoint Gen. Wood a Lieutenan! General. - 

Representative Frothingham on June 3 introduced H. 
R. 6822 providing that in consideration of meritorious 
services rendered to the Government of the United 
States in wars in which it has been engaged as a belliger- 
ent the President be authorized to appoint Major Gen. 
Ieonard Wood, U.S.A., to be a lieutenant general in 
the Army. 

Porter Limitation of Armaments Resolution, 

Chairman Porter of the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs introduced a joint resolution (H.J. Res. 148) in 
the House on June 6 concurring in “the declared pur 
pose of the President of the United States to call an in 
ternational conference to limit armaments,” as _ indi- 
cated in his address to Congress on April 12 and appro- 
priating $100,000 for the expenses of holding such a con- 
ference. It was designed as a substitute for the Borah 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill calling for 
such a conference between the United States, Japan and 
Great Britain. 

Bill to Correct Navy Re-enlistment. 


Representative Padgett, of Tennessee, has been selected 
by the House Committee on Naval Affairs to report 
favorably a bill which will provide that where an en- 
listed man of the Navy received a commission in the 
World War, and afterwards returned to an enlisted 
status, he shall not lose his former enlisted standing, 
but his former time would be counted just the same as 
if his service had been uninterrupted. ‘The Comptroller 
of the Treasury has held that such re-enlistment was 
to be regarded as an initial enlistment, which operates 
to make the one who re-enlists lose the benefits of his 
regular enlisted service. This bill is to correct that 
condition. Mr. Padgett said, so that the man who was 
selected for a commission during the war may not be 
penalized for it. It is understood some fifty or sixty 
former officers of the World War who have returned to 
their enlisted grade will be affected by the bill if it be- 
comes a law. 

Active Service Longevity for Navy Retired List. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs heard Repre- 
sentative Begg, of Ohio, on June 9, concerning a bill 
(H.R. 5353), introduced by him on April 27. The 
bill provides that all retired commissioned and warrant 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps who were called 
to active service in the Werld War shall, be credited 
with all active duty performed since retirement in the 
computation of their longevity pay. In explaining the 
reason for introducing the bill and its purpose, Mr. Begg 
said the Naval Appropriation act of July, 1918, pro- 
vided that no retired Navy officer called back into active 
duty could be promoted if he held the rank of lieutenant 


commander or higher. “It also provided,” Mr. Begg 
said, “that in computing longevity retired pay, all offi- 


cers receiving promotions could count their active ser- 
vice ‘during the emergeney. Inasmuch as lieutenant com- 
manders were prohibited from receiving ,»romotion they 
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are shut off from the benefits accruing from their active 
service during the World War in computing their lon- 
gevity pay. The Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
has ruled that all officers could count their active ser- 
vice in computing pay, but the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury has ruled otherwise. The Court of Claims has sus- 
tained in every case the ruling of the Judge \-ivocate 
General, and has held that all retired Navy ~ificers 
called back into active service should be entitled to count 


that service in computing longevity pay. This bill is for, 


the sole purpose of rectifying a plain injustice to men 
who have served with eredit sufficient to warrant their 
having been promoted to the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander.” Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, was present and Chairman 
sutler asked him if the bill met with his approval, and 
that of the Navy Department. He said it did. Some 
slight changes were suggested «aud Representative 
Padgett was appointed to report the bill favorably to 
the House. 
Bills Considered by House Naral Committee. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs on June 9 
closed a three days’ session at which several bills af- 
fecting the Navy were considered, among them Mr. Du- 
pré’s bill (H.R. 6610), which was approved but with 
amendments, as noted elsewhere; the bill would author- 
ize reinstatement in the Navy of certain officers who 
resigned. Mr. Butler’s bill (H.R. 5895) was considered, 
but not definitely acted upon. Rear Admiral Washing- 
ton, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, testified in its 
behalf on June . It contains provisions intended to in- 
crease the efficiency and provide for the proper organiza- 
tion and administration of the Naval Reserve Force. It 
has no special significance other than to facilitate the 
handling of Naval Reserves when called into active duty. 
H.R. 5892. which was also considered without report, 
provides that all men transferred from the Regular 
Navy to the Fieet Naval Reserve, who have heretofore 
re-enlisted or may hereafter re-enlist In the Navy, shall 
from the date of re-enlistment be credited with pay at 
the same rate they were receiving when on active duty 
in the Navy as members of the Fleet Naval Reserve 
prior to date of re-enlistment in the Navy. The bill also 
affects other circumstances in regard to enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps who are discharged to en- 
roll in the Reserve, and later re-enlist in the Regular 
Navy, and vice versa. Mr. Begg’s bill (H.R. 5353) was 
considered and favorably reported. Its purpose and the 
occasion for its introduction are reported elsewhere. .The 
committee adjourned June 9 to meet again June 14, at 
which time H.R. 6150, authorizing the remowal of cer- 
tain eases in which the Government is the real party in 
interest from state courts to district courts of the United 
States, upon request of the Secretary of the Navy, was 
to be considered: 

Bills Disapprored by the Nary Department. 

The Navy Department disapproves the bill (H.R. 
1366) to restore lost numbers to Lieut. Comdr. I. C. 
Johnson suspended from promotion to lieutenant for one 
year in 1909 as a result of lack of proficiency in one 
subject. Previous to 1909 re-examinations had been 
permitted, but. says the report, “such cases hecame so 
numerous that it was decided to discontinue this prac- 
tice and follow the provisions of Sec. 1505 of the Rev. 
Stats. strictly. Lieutenant Commander Johnson was 
one of the first to be subjected to this new ruling, and 
while the margin of his failure was small the depart- 
ment saw fit at that time to apply the law strictly to 
his case and has not at any time sinee seen fit to favor- 
ably consider proposed legislation to restore to him the 
numbers Iost or to make any restoration, even in part. 
To restore these lost numbers or any portion of them 
would create an embarrassing precedent and would no 
doubt be taken advantage of by any and all officers whe 
had lost numbers under the same or similar circum- 
stances.” 

Opposing the bill (H.R. 1292) for the relief of Comdr. 
Gilbert S. Galbraith, U.S.N., Secretary Denby says: 
“This officer is not physically qualified to perform duties 
afloat, due to injuries received in the line of duty. The 
purpose of the proposed bill is to imercase his chances 
for promotion. The department is opposed to the crea- 
tion of further additional numbers on the Navy list. The 
proposed legislation is for the sole benefit of an indi- 
vidual whose record is not deemed to be of such excep- 
tional merit as to warrant special preferment. It is 
recommended that the bill be not favorably considered.” 
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GUNNERY AND AIR BOMBING TESTS. 
Navy Invites Congress Committees to be Present. 
Secretary of the Navy Denby has invited members of 

both the Senate and House Committees on Naval and 
Military Affairs and on Appropriations to attend the 
bombing experiments against the former German war- 
ships, beginning June 21. The House Committee on 
Naval Affairs voted unanimously to accept the invita- 
tion and incorporated in the motion of acceptance an 
expression of the committee, which was requested by Sec- 
retary Denby, if it were thought advisable, that it would 
be proper and advisable for the Secretary to include in 





the invitation a proper number of members of the press 
and a proper number of interested civilians or repre- 
sentative citizens, to be transported and maintained at 
Government expense in attendance at the bombing events. 
Inasmuch as naval aviation was chiefly involved in the 
experiments, Chairman Butler of the Naval Committee 
said he would designate Representative Hicks to act in 
his stead, and appointed Mr. Hicks and Mr. Padgett a 
committee to call on Secretary Denby and Admiral R. E. 
Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, to convey the views 
of the committee on the matter and to arrange any other 
details with the Navy Department that might be desired 
as to transportation and minor incidentals. The Navy 
Department contemplates using the U.S.S. Henderson 
to carry observers to witness the affairs. For Army and 
Navy personnel it is the intention to transport them 
from Washington to the Henderson, which will be an- 
chored in Chesapeake bay, thence to an observine point. 
After the experiments they will return to Washington 
on destroyers. 
Detail of Officers for Special Duties. 

Instructions have recently been issued by Admiral 
Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., Commander-in-Chief of the 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet, relative to the air bombing and gun- 
nery exercises with the old U.S.S. Iowa and the ex-Ger- 
man warships as targets, to be held between June 21 and 
July. 20, about fifty miles east of Cape Henlopen, Va. 
The following detail of officers for special duties is an- 


pounced : 
Vice Admiral H. P. Jones, U.S.N., commander ef the 


Sattleship Feree, is in charge of all opcrations sched- 
uled for June. Capt. A. W. Johnson, U.S.N., com- 
mander of the Air Force, Atlantic Fleet, is in charge of 
the operations of all air forees engaged. Capt. S. R. 
Doyle, U.S.N., commander of the Naval Air Station, 
Hampton Roads, Va., is placed in charge of aircraft bes« 
at Hampton Roads ior the purpose of the exercises, and 
of communications between Hampton Roads Base and 
bases of Yorktown, Langley Field, and such other bases 
as may be established. The chief censor will be Lieut. 
Comdr. Jules Jones, U.S.N. 

The following board of observers is appointed: Capt. 
Luke McNamee (Nevada), senior member: Comdr. Har- 
vey Delano (Arizona); Comdr. G. McC. Courts (Okla- 
homa) ; Comdr. W. G. Child (Shaw:uut) ; Lieut. Comdr. 
W. D. Kilduff (Nevada), all U.S N.; as representative 
of Bureau of Ordnance, Capt. J. R. Y. Blakely, U.S.N.; 
representative each of Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair and of Engineering; and Lieut. Comdr. A. G. Zim- 
merman (Nevada), U.S.N. In addition to the above, 
members of the board may have such assistants as they 
desire. Permission has been granted the commandant of 
the navy yard, New York, for Comdr. A. H. Van Keuren, 
Construction Corps; A. M. Merrill, assistant chief 
draftsman; and J. E. McLinden, plumber, first class, to 
witness the destruction of the ex-German vessels. ‘They 
are available for such duty as the board of observers 
may desire. The board of observers is charged with ob- 
taining the maximum information regarding the effect 
of bombs and gunfire from ‘the exercises. 

Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, U.S.A., has been desig- 
nated by the War Department as the commander of the 
Army Provisional Air Brigade and is in immediate eom- 
mand of all Army Air Forees engaged in these exercises. 

The exercises will take place in good weather with 
good visibility. The senior officer present will decide 
whether weather conditions are suitable. 
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DENBY ASKS SIMS TO EXPLAIN SPEECH. 
Takes Exception to Admiral’s Address in London. 





Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., was a guest 
at a luncheon of the English Speaking Union in London 
on June 7 at which Sir Owen Phillipps, president of the 
British Chamber of Shipping,, presided. Admiral Sims 
made an address and what purported to be quotations 
from it were cabled to this country and appeared in the 
daily press, causing much comment owing to their refer- 
ence to the Irish question. Secretary of the Navy Denby 
on June § sent the following cablegram to Rear Admiral 
Sims: 

“I have ical with amazement certain extracts from a 
speech purportcd to have been made by you in addressing 
the English Speaking Union at a luncheon in London 
June 7 as follows: 

‘*I do not want to touch on the Irish question, for I know 
nething about it. But there are many in our country who 
technically are Americans, some of them naturalized and some 
born there, but none of them Americans at a‘l. They are 
Americans when they want money, but Sinn Feiners when on 
the platform. They are making war on America to-day. 

“*The simple truth of it is that they have the b'ood of British 
and American boys on their hands for the obstructions they 
placed in the way of the mest effective operation ef the Allied 
naval forces during the war. They are like zebras, either 
black horses with white stripes, or white horses with black 
stripes. But we know they are not horses—they are asses. But 
each of these asses has a vote, and there are lots of them.’ 

“You are quoted as having advised the British to ig- 
nore any resolution foreed by these jackass votes. 

“The Irish question,’ you are quoted as saying, ‘is 
partly an American question. Eleven years ago I made 
a prophecy that came true. I will venture on another 
now. The English-speaking peoples are coming together 
in the bands of comradeship, and they are going to run 
this round globe. I should like to see an inter-English- 
speaking policy, and when we have that we shall have 
peace and prosperity.’ 

“You will inferm the department immediately by cable 
whether or not you were correctly quoted and made such 
statements at the time 4nd place in question.” 

When asked how the message came to be sent to Ad- 
miral Sims, Secretary Denby on June 8 stated that he 
noted the story in the newspapers and sent for all news- 
papers available for comparison of the quoted text. He 
added that it had not been sent by direction of the Presi- 
dent but on his own volition. The message was an order 
to Admiral Sims, he said, and he preferred not to antici- 
pate what action might be taken in the event that the 
Admiral admitted he was quoted correctly. “I will not 
speculate on the possibilities,” said Secretary Denby, 
“but I have a decided view as to the proper action to 
take.” 

As to the disciplinary action in similar cases, atten- 
tion was directed to the so-called Guildhall speech of 
1910, for which Admiral Sims was reprimanded, and also 
the famous incident of the address at a dinner of the 
Union League Ciub in New York city, in 1898, when 
the then Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N., read the 
poem, “Hoch der Kaiser,” which also resulted in a repri- 
mand, although the latter incident was in the privacy of 
a club. 

It is stated that Senator Medill McCormick, of Illi- 
nois, called the attention of the White House to Ad- 
miral Sims’s speech, and personally protested to Secre- 
tary Denby, urging official censure of the Admiral. In 
a press interview Senator McCormick said: 

“It is grossly improper for a naval officer abroad to 
asperse the loyalty of a great number of his fellow citi- 
zens. Admiral Sims, not by implication but by his own 
direct statements, charges that not a handful but multi- 
tudes of his fellow citizens are actuated first not by de- 
votion to America, but to the cause of some other peo- 
ple. Thank God, we know that is not true. We know 
that Americans, of whatever blood, above all are Ameri- 
eans, though they cherish sentiments for the land of 
their origin—England, in the case of some, like Admiral 
Sims: Ireland or some other land in the case of others. 

“It does not become any American to go abroad to 
pass public strictures upon his fellow citizens. I am dis- 
gusted ‘that an American naval officer with the splendid 
record of Admiral Sims, at the end of his active service, 
should deliver such a speech.” 

Senate Votes Inquiry on Sims Specch. 

A resolution was introduced in the Senate gn June 9 
by Senator Harrison, of Mississippi, calling for an in- 
vestigation of Admiral Sims’s speech and was passed 
after Senator Wadsworth had reminded Senator Harri- 
son that the Navy Department was already investigat- 
ing the incident. Senator Harrison replied the indis- 
cretion was so serious that in spite of the Navy De- 
partment’s action he thought the Senate should take 
cognizance and conduct an investigation of its own. A 
resolution of similar purpose was introduced in the 


House by Representative Ryan, of New York, but this 
went over without action. 

It is reported from London that the Admiral -is due 
to leave England June 15. Cable dispatches from Lon- 
don on June 9 to the New York Times and Tribune re- 
garding the speech incident quote Admiral Sims as say- 
ing he would make no comments on Secretary Denby’s 
inquiry. In both dispatches, however, it was noted that 
a statement purporting to come from. Admiral Sims had 
appeared in the London afternoon papers of that date. 
“I stand by everything I said, every word of it,” Ad- 
miral Sims was quoted as saying, but when the corre- 
spondents asked the Admiral about the statement he said 
it was unauthorized. 

Admiral and Mrs. Sims were the guests of the Navy 
Committee of the House of Commons on June 9 at a 
rec-ption given in their honor. Speeches weleoming him 
and acknowledging the great services which the Ameri- 
can Navy rendered in the war were made by the leaders 
of three political parties, Austen Chamberlain, Sir Don- 
ald MacLean and J. R. Clynes. 
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REINSTATEMENT OF FORMER NAVY OFFICERS 
Hearing on Dupré Bill Shows Oppesition to Plan. 


Congressman Dupré of Louisiana, before the House 
Committce on Naval Affairs on June 3, urged the ap- 
proval of his bill (H.R. 6610) to authorize the rein- 
statement in the Navy of former officers of the Regular 
Navy who resigned subsequent to Nov. 11, 1918. He 
was interrupted with a storm of protests from the older 
members of the committee in opposition to permitting 
officers who left the Service against the protest of the 
Navy Department ever to return. Chairman Butler said 
they were educated by the Government and rightly be- 


longed to the Government, and since they left the Navy . 
at a time when they were greatly needed a precedent of 
receiving them back should not be established. Mr. Brit- 
ten also expressed disapproval of the bill. Mr. Stevens 
said those who left the Service were given due notice at 
the time by former Secretary Daniels, on recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Naval Affairs, that if they de- 
sired to return later the opportunity to do so would be 
very slight. In view of this, he said, it seemed to him 
that such condition was sufficient ground on which to 
reject them without further consideration. Mr. Pad- 
gett, former chairman, who has had long service on the 
committee and has made a careful study of Navy mat- 
ters, flatly opposed the bill, explaining that the officers 
now seeking to get back into the Navy were told when 
they left that it would only be a short time when they 
would be seeking reinstatement, and that they were 
warned then “it would be a long and rocky road to Jor- 
dan” when that time came. 

Mr. Dupré remarked: “It is rather unexpected, so 
far as I am concerned, that the arduous task of con- 
ducting the whole party back over the stony way should 
have fallen to my lot.” Mr. Dupré explained that at 
first he considered introducing a private bill to take care 
of an acquaintance who left the Navy because of a de- 
sire to be with his family more than was possible in the 
Service, and that this officer felt he could do as well or 
better financially outside. Mr. Dupré said that upon 
further ‘thought on the subject he concluded there must 
be others similarly situated, but who, without the as- 
sistanee of political friends, would be unabie to get back 
into the Navy. He finally decided to make his bill gen- 
eral and he felt that action was justified from the num- 
ber of Congressmen who had told him of former officers 
that had appealed to them for assistance to attain rein- 
statement. 

Decide to Report Bill with Amendments. 

At a session of the committee on June 7 the bill vw: 
again taken up, and it was finally i to recommen 
the passage of the Dupré bill with certain amendments. 
But there was still a marked sentiment expressed by 
members against encouraging what was termed “trifling” 
with the Navy, by passing legislation which will give 
officers any reason to believe they can leave the Service 
and come back at will. Under the proposed amend- 
ments to the bill it will be left to the Secretary of the 
Navy to restore officers making applications for re- 
instatement and a limit is set as to the time for making 
applications. The members of the committee took the 
stand that this should be final and the doors should be 
clesed in the future to those who resign against protest 
of the Navy Department. 

During the hearings on the bill on June 3 the 
question arose whether, if former officers were allowed 
to be reinstated, they should be placed in the same 
relationship on the list that they would have held 
had they not left the Serviee. Rear Admiral Thomas 
Washington, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, was 
called to testify. He thought reinstated officers should 
be placed low on the list so as to interfere as little as 
possible with officers who had remained in the Service. 
In response to a question by Mr. Hicks as to whether 
such an arrangement would hold other officers back from 
their normal promotion, Admiral Washington said it 
might slow down some of the promotions in the lower 
grades, but that it would not hold them back. In regard 
to the Navy -Department’s attitude on the' proposition, 
Admiral Washington stated that former Seeretary Dan- 
iels was very strongly opposed to taking back any of 
the officers, based upon the fact that he opposed their 
being allowed to resign. Many resignations he held up 
for eighteen months or more before finally accepting 
them. In July, 1920, 106 officers were allowed to go on 
their own request, many of whom had been urging for a 
long while that the Secretary give his consent. The 
grades affected were two captains, thirteen commanders, 
forty-nine lieutenant commanders, seventy-two lieuten- 
ants and one lieutenant, junior grade, making 137 in all, 
up to and including April 30, 1921, since which time eight 
others have resigned, or a grand total of 145; 106 of 
whom were granted their discharges in July, 1920. He 
said the Navy Department had received only fourteen 
official applications for reinstatement, but that many 
other former officers had written personal letters mak- 
ing inquiry as to the chances of getting back. Chair- 
man Butler interposed the statement that he feli that to 
allow such trifling with the Navy so that officers could 
fee] they were at liberty to go out and come in just as 
they pleased would establish a_precedent and create a 
very unsatisfactory condition. e was in favor of put- 
ting a Jimit to the time in which they could make appli- 
cation for reinstatement, if the bill was to be passed at 
all. This was Mr. Padgett’s idea also. 

Many Former Officers Wish to Return. 

The hearing developed that there are many officers 
who want to return. As the Navy is still very much in 
need of officers, and some of the former officers have good 
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records and were efficient when they were in the Ser- 
vice, Admiral Washington explained that Secretary 
Denby did not oppose the bill if the matter of using his 
own discretion as to what officers should be accepted 
was granted. The sentiment thereupon seemed to change 
among the opposing members to some degree. If enough 
safeguards were placed around the bill to prevent the 
establishment of a bad precedent some of the committee 
members were inclined to favor it. Mr. Dupré did not 
object to any amendment to his bill that would make it 
acceptable, nor did he urge that all the officers seeking 
reinstatement be recommissioned. Chairman Butler said 
that if Congress should see fit to pass the measure it 
might justify itself by doing so under the assumption 
that it would restore the men who took part in the 
World War; that by reason of that service the rarest 
kind of an exception was made, but under no other cir- 
cumstanees would such action be justified. Mr. Patter- 
son of New Jersey wanted to know whether, in view of 
the fact that a large class had just been graduated from 
the Naval Academy, there would not be enough officers 
supplied to take care of the vacancies without restoring 
those who have left. Admiral Washington replied that 
at the present rate it would take the Naval Academy 
about eight years to supply the necded officers. 

When hearings on the bill were resumed on June 7 
Admiral Washington explained how many numbers on 
the promotion list the men who are to be reinstated 
would lose. - If, for example, an officer's number was 
forty-four when he resigned from the Navy, on being re- 
instated, according to the present arrangement he would 
be placed at number 216; and the officer who now holds 
forty-four would be advanced to forty-three, and cach 
man between would be raised one number as a result of 
the one oflicer’s reinstatement. Mr. Britten asked why 
the Navy Department had not suggested a provision in 
the bill to make the officers so restored begin again at 
the foot of the list. which, he thought, was the sonti- 
ment of the committee. Admiral Washington replied 
that it was considered such a reduction probably would 
place such an officer in some cases as far down the list 
as 600, in view of the graduation of the class of the 
Naval Academy. Mr. Britten said that would be all 
right as a penalty officers reinstated should bear for 
their resignation; but Admiral Washington thought such 
a severe penalty might prove discouraging to the oflicer 
affected, and have a tendeney to render him listless and 
destroy his zest to best effort. Mr. Britten suggested 
that some time limit should be placed upon the Navy 
Department for consideration of applications for rein- 
statemment. so that a case might not go on and on indefi- 
nitely unsettled, and he placed such limit at six months. 





NAVY'S FIRST SEAPLANE TENDER. 
U.S.S. Wright to be Commissioned About Aung. 15. 
It is now expected that the U.S.S. Wright, the new 


seaplane tender for the Navy, will be placed in commis- 
sion about Aug. 15. She will take the place of either 
the Aroostook or the Shawmut, now being used for that 
U.S. Pacific and Atlantic Fleets. The 


purpose in the 
Wright, who. 


vessel is named in memory of Wiibur 
with his brother Orville, was the first to fly in a 
heavier-than-air machine. 

Arrangements were made with the U.S. Shipping 


Board late in 1919 for the Navy Department to take 
over one of the Emergency Fleet Corporation's type B 
ships, Hull No. GSO, then building at Hog Island, and to 
convert the vessel into an aircraft tender for kite bal- 
loons and seaplanes for the U.S. Navy. The bull was 
launched on April 28, 1920, and contract for the con- 
version work was let June 30, 1920. This work is now 
being executed by Tictjen and Lang Drydock Co. at 
Hoboken, N.J., to complete the vessel for flying opera- 
tions of kite balloons and as a tender for seaplanes, in- 
cluding provision for the storage of six kite balloons, 
and their inflation. 

Quarters are being arranged to accommodate the 
ship’s own complement and also personnel assigned to 
care and operation of balloons and seaplanes; providing 
for the captain, one detachment commander, twenty- 
eight wardroom officers, twenty junior officers, twelve 
warrant officers, sixty chief petty officers and 450 men. 
The hospital space and commissary space will be ample. 
There will be a barber shop and laundry, aerological 
laboratory, pigeon coop, photographic laboratory, hydro- 
gen generator and compressors, balloon winches, ete. 

The repair facilities will include all necessary shops. 
A large space forward is provided for wing section 
stowage, also for stowage of spare parts, stores and 
supplies. 

The battery will consist of four 5-inch 51-caliber guns, 
two forward and two aft, also, two machine guns. Am- 
munition stowage is provided. The principal dimensions 
of the Wright are as follows: Length over all, 448 feet 
length between perpendiculars, 448 feet; breadth molded. 
58 feet; draft, 31 feet; displacement (normal), 14,240 
tons; speed (about) 15 knots. 
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RECENT TRIALS OF U.S.S. TENNESSEE. 

Among the results obtained at the final trials of the U. 
S. battleship Tennessee off the Rockland, Me., coast re- 
cently weré the following: Her actual steam consump- 
tions at various speeds were better than the Westing- 
house Company's guarantees by from five to ten per cent. 
The maximum speed developed was 21,378 knots. The 
ship was brought to rest from top speed in less than 
three minutes, believed to be a record for so large a ship 
and about the severest test that can be imposed upon 
her machinery. 

The salvo test, ic, the firing of all twelve 14-inch 
guns at onee, caused no injury to her electrical equip- 
ment. With astern operation of her propellers she de- 
veloped fifteen knots. Her turning circle with all pro- 
pellers operating forward and rudder hard over is ‘about 
700 yards, which is hardly more than that of a destroyer. 

It is stated that during the entire time of her trials 
her electric propelling machinery functioned perfectly. 
and that the superior maneuvering power which is 
claimed for the electric drive has been amply demon- 
strated. ‘The propelling machinery of the Tennessee 
consists of two 15,000-KVA Westinghouse turbo-zenera- 
tors and four 8.375-H.P. Westinghouse propeller motors. 
Her length is 625 feet, beam 91 feet and displavement 
33,000 tons.

Good Appearance vs. 
To Tue Eprror oF HE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The War Department seems to be putting the screws 
down on the ambitious dressers in the Army. It may 
remarkable, but it is nevertheless true that very 
few well dressed officers or soldiers conform. strictly to 
Regulations. Very few care to look like 
the dummies that wear the standard sealed patterns in 
the corridors of the War Department—-in 
near office of Quartermaster General. Bit even if they 
were willing to do so, they could not, for the reason that 
the issue clothing does not conform to the model, It is 
almost impossible to get a complete suit, coat and 
breeches, made by the same contractor, much less under 
the same contract. There is not a company in the 
Army, perhaps not a squad that can turn out in com- 
pletely matched up O.D. cotton, and I doubt if there is 
one single suit that will have coat and breeches match 
after being washed a number of times. In one Case 
og oe to my attention a pair of issue breeches had 

» legs made of different material and were of different 
aa one from the other. 

These conditions are the unavoidable 
war. The Army has got to use up this uviform. 
improvement could be made by segregating the lots, and 
making issues accordingly. But for a long time to come 
we must expect to find our issue olive drab cotton vary- 
ing in color from purple, down through pea green and 
yellow ochre to creams and white. 

Then why jump on the poe devil who goes outside of 
the regulations and tries to improve the situation? By 
continual oppression of the salaies who wanted to look 
like something, the old company tailor and the well 
dressed soldier have become extinct. Taking as their 
model the two most distinguished and at the same time 
best dressed officers of the Army, some of the small fry 
have departed from the strict path of virtue and made 
an effort to rig themselves out in a manner calculated 
to inspire confidence in their ability to command. From 
the standpoint of aa Artilleryman I should say that if 
their effort does not miss the mark by more ‘than the 
probable error of the quartermaster issue, they should 
be credited with a hit. 

Why not confine our uplift work to the dirty and mis- 
shapen, instead of those who are overdresses t—why not 
encourage all efforts towards improvement even though 
it lead to a few eccentricities? When a soldier spends 
his own good money for the uniform he can get free 
from the Government, he likes to show his individuality. 
Stonewall Jackson, I believe, wore a West Point cadet 
cap when he was a lieutenant general in the Confederate 
Army. 

Paraphrasing Vice President Marshall and his five- 
cent cigar, I should say that what the Army needs is a 
shoe shine. 
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THE GERMAN “BIG BERTHA” GUNS 
To THE EprTror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

There appeared in the New York Times a sensational 
dispatch dated Paris, March 26, from the pen of the 
rather imaginative Mr. Walter Duranty in which he 
declares that “the mystery of the ‘Big Bertha,’ the Ger- 
man supereannon which shelled Paris at long range dur- 
ing the summer of 1918, has been solved by Allied in- 
vestigations. . . . The answer is incredibly simple. 
To speak with absolute exactitude there never was such 
a thing as a supercannon at all—as an individual new 
ereation the Big Berthas never existed. Paris was 
shelled by ordinary naval guns whose range had been 
doubled by the use of certain devices. Scores of these 
guns were handed over to the Allies, scores of others 
were broken up.’ 

I sent this article to the only active German artil- 
lery officer I happen to know. He commanded a field 
artillery regiment against us in the Argonne and has 
since played an ixternational role. He replies as fol- 
lows: “The statements in Mr. Duranty’s dispatch are 
not at all in accord with the facts. The long “Wil- 
helms-Bertha” guns were the heavy mortars which de- 
stroyed the hostile fortresses at the beginning of the war. 
They were not ordinary marine guns, but entirely new 
weapons of much greater length. They shot with splen- 
did accuracy. One must understand, however, that the 
range-finding, which could not be watched as one does it 
in the artillery, was extremely difficult. One had to deal 
not only with the turning of the earth in conrection with 
these great distances, but also with the until this time 
wholly unknown atmospheric conditions, as the flight of 
these projectiles went up beyond the earth’s atmosphere 
into the almost atmosphereless space. ‘The calculations 
were made by a professor in a fechnical high school and 
they proved to be so correct as to constitute a great tri- 
umph for him. The accuracy of shooting turned out to 
be better than one dared hope at this distance accord- 
ing to any known method of working out ballistic possi- 
bilities. I do not know if our enemies got hold of one 
of these guns or not. Of course, at present we are not 
making any new guns of any kind, as the kindly activity 
of the enemy commissions prevents.”

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Navy AIRPLANE COMPETITION AWARDS. 

The Secretary of the Navy has approved the final 
awards under the Navy compétition for shipboard air- 
planes. The first goes to the Dayton-Wright Co., whose 
designs will be purchased for $16,000; second to G. 
Elias and Bro., Inc., who will receive $10,000 for their 
design ; the third to the Curtiss Airplane aud Motor Cor- 
poration, whose design will be purchased for $5,000: 
and the fourth to Alexander Klemin, whose design will 
be purchased for $3,000. The board who passed on 
the designs was composed of the following officers: 
Senior member, Comdr. Jerome C. Hunsaker, C€.C., 
Aviation Section; Lieut. Comdr. Sidney M. Kraus, Avi ia- 
tion Division, Bureau of Engineering; Lieut. Comdr. 
Wadleigh Capehart, of Material Section, Naval Opera- 
tions (Aviation); and Lieut. Raymond D. MacCart, 
C.C., Aviation Section, as recorder. At the preliminary 
competition the designs mentioned and that of A’ T.. 
Morse, of Massachusetts Institute of. Technology, were 





judged of sufficient merit to compete in the final com- 
petition, which the board concluded on May 24 with the 
results given. The board states that in its opinion, 
while useful information has been obtained from all five 
designs and the competitors have shown a praiseworthy 
zeal in attempting a difficult problem, the Dayton- 
Wright and G. Elias and Bro. designs are sufficiently 
promising to warrant experimental construction at this 
time. it recommends negotiations with these firms 
with a view to a contract for the construction of sample 
airplanes for experimental flying tests on ship board. 
It is expected that these plznes will solve the difficult 
problem of providing the Navy with shipboard planes 
for taking off and landing on ships and ‘also on the 
surface of the water.

MARINE CORPS NOTES. 


Marine Corps Institute Census. 


In the month of May 329 new students were enrolled 
in the Marine Corps Institute. The number of students 
remaining on the rolls on May 31 was 5,526, classified as 
follows: Commissioned officers, 87; dependent members 
of families of officers, 12; enlisted men, 5,420; depend- 
ent members of families of enlisted men, 7. During May 
the institute received 2,753 lesson papers, and to date 
has issued eighty-one diplomas to its graduates. 


Criticism of Marine Corps Commission Selections. 


In connection with a letter read by Senator Overman 
in the Senate on June 8 from W. W. Scott, father of 
former Capt. W. W. Scott, jr., U.S.M.C., who has lost 
his temporary rank and is now a second lieutenant, it 
is stated at Marine Corps headquarters that the selec- 
tion of captains and lieutenants for permanent commis- 
siéns, against which Mr. Scott peste, was in accord 
with an opinion of the J.A.G. of the Navy, approved by 
the Secretary and the board of selection, whie h was 
headed by Major Gen. Wendell C. Neville, U.S.M.C. 
Mr. Scott ciaims the right of promotion by seniority for 
his son under the act of May 22, 1917, which claim was 
also set up by other candidates for permanent commis- 
sions. The Navy Department, however, acted under au- 
thority of the act of June 4, 1920, which provided “that 
all officers serving temporarily in the grades of captain 
and below upon the date of the passage of this act shall 
be eligible to fill existing vacancies and those hereby 
created in the permanent authorized commissioned 
strength in said grades by transfer to or reappointment 
in the permanent Marine Corps in the grades not above 
that of captain.” The transfers were to be under such 
rules as the Secretary of the Navy prescribed, and the 
selection rule was approved in the opinion of the J.A.G. 
Senator Poindexter promised that he would take the mat- 
ter up with the Navy Department, have it investigated 
and a report made, which will be submitted to the Sen- 
ate. At the Navy Department this procedure was wel- 
comed and it was stated that there was no apprehension 
that the method of making the appointments would not 
be approved by the Senate when it was fully explained 
and understood.

Joan of Are Dungeon Stone in Post Chapel. 
One of the interesting events of the garden party on June 
2 was the unveiling of a stone from the dungeon of Joan of 
Arc in Rouen. This stone was presented by the Joan of Are 
Statue Committee through its president, Dr. George Fred- 
erick Kunz, who offered it after his vis: to tke garden party 


of last year. The committee added to their kindness by 
having the stone carved into a beautiful credence. The his- 
tory of this stone is very interesting. When Joan of Arc 
as taken to Rouen in 1430 she was imprisoned in the 
Chateau de Rouen, which was built as a fortress under 
Philippe Auguste in 1205. It had six towers, with moat 
and curtains. Jacques Lelier’s plan of 1525 designates a 
certain part of the castle as Tour Jeanne D’Arc’’ and the 


an of 1635 as the ‘‘Donjon.’’ This tower was restored in 
the latter part of the nineteenth century, the walls being 
found to be more than fifteen feet in thickness. 

In 1914 the Joan of Are Statue Committee was desirous of 
obtaining a stone for the pedestal of the statue being erected 
in New York and Dr. Kunz, after correspondence with Mon- 
sieur de Beaurepaire in Rouen, secured 229 blocks weighing 
eighteen tons, which were sent to New York in June, 1914, 
and of these the pedestal of the beautiful statue on River- 
side drive was made, the stones all coming from the dungeon 
staircase of the ancient chateau in which Joan was con- 
fined in 1430-31. The gift to the chapel was possible by 
the courtesy of the committee from a very few stones remain- 
ing after the statue was completed. The stone itself igs a 
cretaceous limestone with flint nodules and as carved into a 
delicately formed credence table is very beautiful. It has 


been set into the wall at the head of the nave and supports 
two tapers 


under the crucifix of sixteenth century work 





which was rescued in Liége in th. second year of jhe war 
and presented to the chapel by Mrs. A. W. Maish. 

The ceremony of blessing the credence took place in the 
afternoon and was attended by 300 people. The vested 
chapel choir and crucifer stood by the credence and the 
banner of Joan and the French and American flags which 
veiled it were drawn by the principal of the New York Joan 
- Are School. The entire congregation sang ‘La Marseil- 
aise.’’ 

Another valuable gift has just been presented to the chapel 
by Mrs. Allison, in memory of her husband, the late Brig. 
Gen. James N. Allison; # wonderfully carved prie dieu 
pieta, from the Province of Navarre, in northern Spain, of 
the date 1530. The workmanship is* of exquisite beauty. 
This memorial will be dedicated at the time of the marriage 
of Lieut. Philip W. Allison, eldest son of General Allison, 
which is to take place in the autumn. Lieutenant Allison is 
stationed at Camp Knox, Ky.

Harry G. Smart; assistants, Lieuts. Chauncey V. Hill and 
Bruce C. McDowell; director of military intelligence (G-2), 
Major Elmer R. Brady; assistant, Capt. Edwin R. Badger; 
director of war plans and training (G-3), Col. William T. 
Patten; instructor, Capt. John Surbridge; director of supplies, 
finance and transportation (G-4), Major ©. R. Christie; as- 
sistant, Capt. Alfred W. McMorris. 

While directly responsible primarily for the efficient admin- 
istration of his own section, each director must understand 
that the several sections are interdependent, and must be fully 
co-ordinated at all times. Directors of sections are ordered to 
fully acquaint their assistants with all details connected there- 
with, so that in the absence of a director, his assistant may be 
fully capable of carrying on the work of his section without 
any impairment of the efficiency thereof. The duties of each 
officer of the General Staff have been specifically prescribed.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


The Answers Department is intended for the information of 
all readers of the paper.

Inquiries are so numerous and so 
varied in character, and in so many cases require time for 
special research, that we are unable to respond to the request for 
a personal reply to lettere. Inquiries will be answered in the 
paper as soon as possible after their receipt.

G. F. C. asks: Entered the Service as a private in 1898 
and came out as a lieutenant in 1912, with about twelve years 
to my credit straight service as private, acting hospital stew- 
ard, hospital steward, constructing surgeon and first lieuten- 
ant, M.R.C. (acting). Is there any retirement law under 
which I could benefit, or could I be reinstated and’ retired for 
disability? Recently wasn’t there some new retirement law 
passed giving an amount in proportion to length over ten years 
or so? I was injured in the service ‘‘in line of duty.’’ An- 
swer: There is no new law to fit your case. If your reap- 
pointment and retirement were recommended by the Depart- 
ment and Congress passed a special act for your case, you 
might be placed on the retired list. Otherwise you would 
os to depend upon the disability pension laws for your 
relief. 

G. A. 8S. asks: Can you inform me as to whether or not the 
Navy Department has as yet issued to the enlisted men the 
special letters of commendation and silver stars, such as were 
issued to commissioned and warrant officers last January and 
which were to be issued to the enlisted men, so it was stated 
at that time, in the near future? If so when, and if not when? 
Answer: Mailing began Dec. 28, 1920. you were listed 
for @ letter and have failed to receive it, apply to Bureau of 
Navigation. 

FIRST SERGEANT asks: Is a man required to make up 
any time that he may serve on a pay status, such as confine- 
ment, when A.W.O.L. is not involved? Answer: ‘‘An enlist- 
ment shall not be regarded as complete until the soldier shall 
have made good any time in excess of one day lost by unau- 
thorized absences, or on account of disease resulting from his 
own intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquors or other 
misconduct, or while in confinement awaiting trial or dispo- 
sition of his case if the trial results in conviction, or while 
in conviction under sentence.’’ 

J. R. D. asks: Served March 12, 1912, to Dec. 20, 1919; 
re-enlisted for three years. Am I entitled to $90 bonus? 
Answer: No; this was a special provision for enlistments and 
re-enlistments entered upon after June 4, 1920. 

H. M. asks: I re-enlisted Oct. 6, 1919. Being married I 
was told at the recruiting office that I would have to get an 
affidavit from my wife saying that she did not depend on me 
for support. I was denied a Class A allotment from Oct. 6, 
1919, to Dec. 18, 1920, although I was serving during that 
time overseas with men who were receiving this allotment, 
re-enlisted and continued to draw same. Please explain why 
this was and also let me know if I have anything coming 
from the Government! Answer: After Feb. 24, 1919, it was 
the policy of the War Department not to re-enlist men who 
would be an additional expense on account of dependents re- 
quiring allotments. In certain cases this policy, for sufficient 
reason, on arenes of the Secretary of War, could be de- 
parted from. ou have no claim. 

READER asks: I was appointed sergeant first class, Q.M.C., 
Oct. 19, 1916; served as such till Sept. 8, 1920, on which 
date I was rewarranted staff sergeant, to rank from Oct. 19, 
1916, and attached to Motor Transport for duty. Does the 
order reducing the Army have any effect in my case? Answer: 
Not unless you are rendered surplus in grade by reduction of 
Army strength. 

X. Y. Z.—Your name appears_among the appointees in the 
Supply Corps, U.S.N., as published on page 1073, our issue of 
June 4, 1921. 

-KAYDET asks: Will each cadet of the present fourth class 
at the U.S.M.A. have $250 credited to his account? Answer: 
The Army Appropriation bill, as passed by the House, carries 
provisions that have been approved also by the Military Com- 
mittee of the Senate and are expected to pass without change, 
reading as follows: ‘‘The sum of $250 shall be credited to 
each cadet who entered the Academy since June 15, 1920, and 
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to each such cadet discharged since that date, toe the extent of 
paying any balance due by any such cadet to the Academy on 
account of initial clothing and equipment issued to him: Pro- 
vided further, that hereafter each new cadet shall, upon ad- 
mission to the U.S. Military Academy, be credited with thé 
sum of $250 to cover the cost of his initial clothing and equip- 
ment issue, to be deducted subsequently from his pay.’’ 


CHAPLAIN.—None of your National Guard service having 
been rendered in the Federal service, you do not count that, 
but may count towards a longevity period all your previous 
service in the Navy, enlisted or commissioned, and all your 
service as an officer of the Army since you were appoin 
chaplain in 1918, When this, combined, totals five years you 
become eligible for a ten per cent. addition to your pay. You 
appear to have had about three years, six months and twelve 
days Federal service. 

8. 8.—J. T. 8. is number 7830, which is about seven num- 
bers below the last first lieutenant now due for promotion to 
captain (L. Iverson, C.A.0.) 

M. J. P. asks: I was discharged as sergeant, Co. L, 21st 
Infantry, Fort Douglas, Utah, May 28, 1920, Warrant read 
sergeant in Regular Army. Was advised that under National 
Defense act of 1916 if re-enlisted for same company within 
twenty days would be reinstated to same grade as discharged. 
I applied for enlistment under these conditions within twenty 
days and was not accepted at that rank and grade, but as a 
private. If the National Defense act of 1916 was not re- 
pealed at that time am I not entitled to my former grade? 
My service is continuous for twenty-one years; warrant was 
not emergency ; discharge character excellent. Answer: The 
provision of the National Defense act to which you refer was 
not repealed or amended by the Reorganization act of June 
4, 1920, and is therefore still in effect. It seems that you 
should, as the law provides, have been ‘‘permitted to re-enlist 
in the organization from which discharged with rank and 
grade held at time of discharge.’’ Thereafter, the question 
or manner of your reduction would be governed by Army Regu- 
lations as provided under ‘‘Non-com. officers, reduction to the 
ranks.’’ The reduction in strength of the Army is causing 
necessary reductions in grade, but it seems you should have 
had your opportunity to take your ch at reducti y 
steps, the law having authorized your enlistment in former 
non-com. grade. Apply through channel. 

H. A. T.—Circular 87, W.D., 1921, is the authority for con- 
tinuing as surplus in grade those non-coms. who had been 
emergency officers and re-enlisted in non-com. grades from 
which they had been discharged to accept their emergency 
commissions, Congress having expressly authorized their res- 
toration to their previous non-com. grades. Apply for relief 
under Cireular 87.
